FOUR IN ONE DAY 


Will Pay Penalty On Gallows 
For Their Crimes. 


GOVERNOR FIXES FEBRUARY 
IQ FOR EXECUTIONS. 


DECLINES TO GRANT PARDON 
TO CONDEMNED CONVICT. 


KILLED MAN WHILE IN PRISON. 


Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 19.—[Special.^ 
On Friday. February 15, next, four 
persona are to be hanged !n Kentucky 
under Judgment of court for Crimea 
committed. They ore Ouy Lynn and 
W. R. Fletoher, of Logan county, sen¬ 
tenced to be hanged for having com¬ 
mitted the crime of criminal aasauit; 
Ben Huffaker, of Pulaakl county. ■ en¬ 
teric ed In Lyon oounty for murder, and 
Jeeee Fitzgerald, of Knox county, con¬ 
demned for the same offense. The man¬ 
dates of the Court of Appeals, which 
reviewed lower court judgment In each 
of the cases. were sent to the Execu¬ 
tive Department within the last few 
days, and he to-day fixed the same day 
for the hanging of all the convicted 
men. Lyon and Fletcher are white, and 
Huffaker and Fitzgerald are negroes. 

The oases of Lyon, Fletcher and 
Fitzgerald ore noted ones, Slate troops 
being necessary to protect them from 
mob violence preceding and during 
their trials for the crimes charged 
against them. The two first named 
were charged, together with several 
others, with an atrocious crime com¬ 
mitted upon Mary Gladder, a German 
immigrant, who was making her way 
through Logan county accompanied by 
her father. 

Fitzgerald was charged, together 
with Amy Sopher. alias Henson, also 
colored, with having murdered Mrs 
Martha Broughton, a white woman, by 
cutting her throat. The motive of the 
crime was robbery. The woman was 
given a long term In the State peni¬ 
tentiary. The killing took place July 
26 of lost year at the home of the 
wom«m on Fighting creek, lr^ Knox 
county. Fitzgerald and the ^Henson 
woman were taken to Stanford for 
safe-keeping. Ke came from Concord/ 
N. C.. to work In the coal mines of 
Knox county. 

• • • 

Convict Kills Convict. 

The case of HufTaker Is one of two 
such cases in the State in many years 
At the time he committed the crime 
for wjilch he la to die he was confined 
In the branch penitentiary at Eddy- 
vllle, serving a life sentence for murder 
committed In Pulaski county. On May 
2, 1905, he stabbed and Instantly killed 
©ne B. Shirley, a feflow oonviot. using 
a knife which Shirley had pawned to 
him- The killing was inexcusable, and 
a jury fixed the death sentence. 

The la/* time a prison Inmate wras 
sentenced to be hanged was, In the 
case of George McGee, a Louisville 
negro, who killed n fellow' Inmate. He 
committed the crime In 1895, while 
serving a sentence of three years. At 
that time Gov. Brown, then In office, 
construed the law as requiring him to 
grant to McGee a pardon for the crime 
for which he was under sentence at the 
time of the murder, before the sentence 
of the court for the second crime could 
be carried into execution. In extend¬ 
ing clemency he set out on the Exec¬ 
utive Journal that “this pardon is 
granted In order that McGee might be 
delivered to the proper authorities to 
t>e dealt with according to law. he hav¬ 
ing been found gulfty of murder In the 
Franklin Circuit Court and sentenced 
to be hanged.'*

TAKING OUT HOUSEHOLD GOODS IN SKIFFS 


Oov. Beckham construes the law to 
mean that a pardon for the first of¬ 
fense charged against HufTaker. and 
for which he is serving a life sentence, 
Is not necessary In order to carry out 
the law's mandate that he be hanged 
for the second murder which he com¬ 
mitted. And. in Issuing the death war¬ 
rant to-day. he did not grant a par¬ 
don. It Is possible that when the Sher¬ 
iff of Lyon county, to whom the death 
war ram from the State Department 
here goes, applies to the warden of the 
branch penitentiary for his prisoner, a 
legal effort will be made to restrain the 
warden from giving up Huffaker. Law¬ 
yers here who have looked Into the 
matter are Inclined to the belief that 
no pardon Is necessary In order to hnng 
Huffaker. They point to a paragraph 
in the opinion of lhe Court of Appeals 
reviewing his case, which paragraph 
reads as follows: 

"It Is Insisted by counsel that. Inas¬ 
much os the defendant was already 


under life sentence by the Judgment 
of one court of competent Jurisdic¬ 
tion, he could not be tried or punish¬ 
ed for any other crime, as to do ao 
would annul the former judgment. The 
best that con be suld for this proposi¬ 
tion Is that It does credit to the In¬ 
genuity of the learned counsel who 
were appointed by the court to defend 
the accused. It Is. however, as a legal 
proposition wholly untenable. Jf it 
were sound it would result that a pris¬ 
oner serving a life sentence could mur¬ 
der everyone in the penitentiary with¬ 
out being amenabde to the law. No 
authority Is produced, or. in our opin¬ 
ion, can be produced, to uphold so 
monstrous a conclusion, and it carries 
with It Its own refutation."

New Lessees At Prison. 


The FVankfort Fhoe Company, a lo¬ 
cal company, will on Monday next suc¬ 
ceed the Ford-Johnaon Company, of 
Chicago, as lessees of 650 inmates of 
the State penitentiary here, and when 
the local company takes charge on that 
day it will be under contract to em¬ 
ploy all able-bodied mole inmates of 
the institution. It already hA* In the 
prison a shoe factory employing sev¬ 
eral hundred men and a broom fac¬ 
tory employing a hundred or more. 
FV>r the men secured under the last 
contract entered Into, the company will 
pay the State eighty-five cents per day 
per man, the largest prlc«* ever paid in 
th* history of the prison for convict 
labor. The Inmates are very much clat- 


! ed over the change from chair ami 
furniture manufacturing, which they

INITIATIVE TAKEN BY L. AND N. 


The application oflKe~$outhem Hall¬ 
way Company to the Southern Passen¬ 
ger Association for permission to Join 
in the lnturchangeublo mllegae ticket 
In southeastern territory, which has 
been operative on other railroads In 
the South since 1901. will bo acted on 
by the Southeastern Passenger Asso¬ 
ciation at a meeting to-morrow In At¬ 
lanta. This application on the part of 
the Southern Railway Oompany Is of 
very recant date. When the question 
was agitated previous to the LouU- 
vills and Nashville Railroad Company 
taking the Initiative In granting the 
Inierchanguabto mileage, the Southern 
Kittlway Company refused to grant in¬ 
terchangeable mileage, and all along 
has persistently refused to Join with 
the other railroads In the Southeast, 
which have been Issuing Interchange¬ 
able mileage for several years. 

The reason given by the Southern 
Railway officials all along has been 
Hunt the Interchangeable mileage sys¬ 
tem was Inimical to Its mode and 
manner of doing business. The first 
steps toward interchangeable mileage 
In »mtheastorn territory, which means 
all territory south of the Ohio river and 
east of the Mississippi river, was taken 
by the Travelers Protective Associa¬ 
tion. The members had been using 
Interchangeable mileage In central and 
western passenger territory for many 
years, and they thought the Southern 
roads should grant the same prtvlbgv.

Fight For Two-Cent Rate. 


W. A. Turk, general pa/wenger agent 
of the Southern railway, wrote as fol¬ 
lows: "Tho question of Interchange¬ 

able mileage Is one of very considerable 
Importance to the common carriers of 
this country, and particularly In the 
territory south of the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers, where no auch mileage has 
existed heretofore, therefore It is a mat¬ 
ter which Is receiving careful attention 
nt the bands of the Southeastern Pas¬ 
senger Association, and. In advance of 
any action of that association, T prefer 
not to submit any Individual views that 
the company I represent may hove on 
the subject.'* 

Shortly after that tlms, A. W. Gra¬ 
ham wus appointed traffic manager of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
He said that as an Individual he be¬ 
lieved In the fairness of the application, 
and. provided the committee refrained 
from giving the matter publicity 
through the press, tho committee would 
have the benefit of any Influence that 
he could bring to bear upon the asso¬ 
ciation in the matter of obtaining the 
grunting of the application. He in¬ 
structed the general passenger agent to 
give notice that tho matter would be 
considered at the next meeting of the 
Southeastern Passenger Association, 
and It has been brought up. It is said, 
at every subsequent meeting of tho as¬ 
sociation. 

Thus the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, through Mr. Graham’s Ittfer- 
ctMuion. took Its stand In favor of the 
interchangeable mileage ticket on tho 
basis proposed by tho Transportation I 
Committee of the Board of Trade; 
namely, two and one-half cents a mile 
and 160 pounds baggage allowance. Fol 
lowing in the woke of the Louisville 
and Nashville came smaller railroads, 
which also accepted the proposition.

New York's Women Stenog 
raphers Have Little Time 
For Frivolities. 


THE REV. DR GEER DISTURBED 
RBOUT THEIR MORALS. 


RENEWED EFFORT TO ABOLISH 
OFFICE OF CORONER. 


THE RAINES LAW SANDWICH. 


New York. Jan. 19.—I Special J-The 
Rev. Dr. Geer. of St. Pauls Chapel on 
Broadway and Ycmcy street. In the 
graveyard of which rent the rannine 
of Montgomery, who feH at Quebec, 
and other Revolutionary heroes, urge* 
that a guild shall be formed for the 
benefit of tho female atenogrrapher* 
who work In tho neighborhood. In b<* 
Bermon advocating It, Dr. Geer took a 
gloomy view of the* subject. Ho wild 
that tho moral oundltfon* under which 
tho femalo monographer worked were 
not of the beat. That the necessity of 
employment nnd tho Incident of it 
brought her Into contact in an uncon¬ 
ventional way widh men she would 
never meet socially. He thought that 
u guild which would be a club for the 
stenographers during the noon hour 
and in addition safeguard them from 
employers of low morality, ought to 
bo formed. 

The sermon of Dr. Geer not being 
quite as broad as that delivered by 
Dr. Lcn G. Broughton, who once said 
that all stenographer* were Immoral 
and was the n obliged to retract tho 
statement, did not crest© much of a 
sensation. The reason Is simple. In tak¬ 
ing a gloomy view' of the moral con¬ 
ditions under which stenog raphers 
work, it U believed on all side* that 
the Doctor has exaggerated the situa¬ 
tion. The blonde typewriter pictured 
and Joked about has almost Oeased to 
exist. Nowadays, the female Mrenog- 
raphers of New York arc a hard-work¬ 
ing body of young women and have 
little time for unvthlng else. The Idea 
that many of their employers are con¬ 
tinually tempting them to become mor¬ 
al backsliders Is also un exaggerated 
view. 

Among so many thousands of men 
who employ stenographer!!, there are, 
of course, bound to be Home black 
sheep. They or© mainly to be found In 
the Wall street nnd theatrical districts. 
But their numbers are decidedly on the 
decrease. 

When one compares the lot of the 
stenographer, who earns all the way 
from 18 to 120 a week and usually h is 
a good public school education to the 
girl bthlnd the counter or In tho fac¬ 
tory who earns on an average $5 a 
week and must practice stern *rif-de- 
nlnl. especially In tho matter of 
clothes as a consequence, it seems as 
though Dr. Geer Is not reaching those 
who need a guild the moat. The moral, 
tty of the great army of working girls 
here Is good, despite the fact that the 
temptations are apt to bring more of 
what they might call life than the re¬ 
sistance of them. 

Their worst menace was the Raines 
law, w hi h d<Kt*d th»» entire city with 
dive** of the most vicious character. 
These places are now b*-lng weeded 
out. But the skating rink has come to 
take their place ami add to thld tho 
Cheap ball and dancing academy. All 
three arc th«- only sources of aniuse- 
men t the working girl has. Tho great 
majority take advantage of them with¬ 
out yielding to the temptation* which 
arc Incidental to all three.

Th© Supreme Court 
wrestled with the weighty problem for 
some time, nnd finally concluded that 
a meal constituted whatever a person 
wanted to eat. If the saloonkeepers 
had been content to keep on charging 
for their sandwiches or bringing them 
on the (abb* with the drinks, all would 
have been well. The Sunday rush was 
too great for all this work, hence they 
started the custom of putting some 
left-over free iun«*h on plates and put¬ 
ting, them ©n the tables in the beck 
room.

To Abolish Coroners. 


The most Important service of this 
association Is done by It© Grievance 
Committee.

or execution, something rarely exer¬ 
cised now that we have the bankruptcy 
law. tho Coroner Is not a very useful 
official. While the office has In the 
Ti :sin to do with determining the cause 
of HUddcn death* under suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. the law does not require 
the Coroner to be a physician. He Is a 
politician as a rule and usually of a 
very officious and notoriety-seeking 
kind.

Washington, Jan. ID.—The Senate 
Committee on Arid Lands to-day au- 
tfioriser Senator Flirt to report favor¬ 
ably, with modlfirtulons. his bill pro¬ 
viding for the repair of damage caused 
by the diversion or tho water© of the 
Colorado river In Southern California 
into the Bolton sea.

A day of partial *un*hlni» n**latod ma¬ 
terially In brightening the flood situation 
In Jeftaraonvlllc y#*t©rday, and the peo¬ 
ple who had been penned up In their 
home# were given an opportunity to g« t 
out and aee things as they really existed. 
This made a noticeable decrease In the 
number of telephone calls at the police 
station to ask If there was any Immedi¬ 
ate danger. There woro many wild ru¬ 
mors afloat, however, during the day. 
and soma people became badly frightened. 
One story that almost caused a stampede 
In the lower part of the city was that 
the railroad fill at the Junction had given 
away and tho water was pouring in 
there. There was not the slightest 
foundation for the rumor, and tho em¬ 
bankment was In perfect condition last 
night. 

Considerable water at Market and Wal¬ 
nut streets cut off travel at that point, 
but this Is not causing ahy apprehension, 
and considerable of It Is backwater that 
runs through the gutters to tho river. 
There Was a part of It that camo from 
tho main river through the Walnut-street 
sewer, tho flood gate In It not working 
properly for a time. Several men were 
put to work and soon had the trouble 
remedied. It waa at Market and Wal¬ 
nut streets that the first watqg from the 
other two big floods found Its way Into 
the city, but It came by the way of the 
*V>x pond,'* which Is now considered per¬ 
fectly safe. 

All of tha flood gates have been closed, 
hnd this Is the greatest trouble now fac¬ 
ing tha people. The Spring-street sew¬ 
er carries a large volume of water, and 
with the gates closed It cannot find Us 
way out and Is beginning to back up Into 
the cellars through tho mips, which 
when put In woro supposed to be a shield 
agnit.st lust what is happening. Friday 
night the Government tire etiglno was 
station at Spring and Market streets to 
pump against the water flowing Into the 
sewer, but it did not make a successful

the Spring-street sewer to use it os little 
at possible. 

Conditions were not materially changed 
lg Jeffersonville yesterday outsldo of the 
’.Imct that several more families and a 
few business men moved. A part of the 
frightened residents sent their effects to 
tho country, but the greater number of 
them found places In town to store* their 
goods. Some of the merchants have 
leased quarters and are paying for them 
through fear that Spring street will be 
Inundated There was a more secure 
' fading apparent last night than at any 
tbne for several days, and the people 
went to bed with a hop*.that they wore

Poop!* were pfuilc-«trtck*n In Jef- 
feraonville lost night during the heav¬ 
iest part n< tho storm by th* prolong¬ 
ed whlutllng that came from *ome point 
that could not be told at the time. The 
nimor «oon spread that the fill of th* 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Ia>uIs Hallway Company at the Junc¬ 
tion had broken and the water wo* 
coming Into the city. 

People ran In the drenching rain from 
all part* of the city and in many In¬ 
stances children were gathered up by 
their parent* and carried out of the 
house* In the lowland*. A* soon o* de¬ 
finite Information could be secured It 
was learned that a fuel flat at the 
landing of the Monongahela River Con¬ 
solidated Coal and Coke Company 
above Port Fulton had started to sink. 
The boat contained several hundred 
bushels of coal, but was saved. 

While the wild scene* were being en¬ 
acted the steamer Falls CUy, which be- 
longs to tho Kentucky River Packet 
Company, and which is Ued below the 
Big Four bridge, broke a stern line and 
was blown against a pier, but not 
damaged to any extent. The boat was 
soon righted and the line was again 
mude fast. 

The heavy dow*npour caused a *ea of 
water to form at Spring street and 
Court avenue and It looked ns if the 
city was doomed to be flooded from sur¬ 
face water. The trouble was caused on 
account of the gates In the sower being 
colsed and the water could not find an 
outlet. At 10 oVlock the people had 
quieted down and at that hour reports 
from the All were in effect that It was 
holding up staunchly. 

On© family, consisting of a man. wife 
and three children, applied for aid at 
the police station, they having boon 
forced to leave Slx-MUe island by the 
flood.

OLD SOLDIER STICKS TO BARN. 


The flood conditions at New Albany 
arc such as to create a feeling of un- i 
easiness In th© minds of every one | 
within th© danger none. With but few j 
exceptions, every* house south of the 
Pennsylvania and Southern railway* 
from Falling Run creek, the western 
boundnr>’ of the city, along the entire 
water front Is Inundated, the only ex¬ 
ceptions being a few n«ldenc*»* many 
feet above the level and several man¬ 
ufactories. 

Yesterday afternoon the rolling mills 
of the Ohio Falls Iron Works, which 
had been kept at work regnrdlc** of 
the swelling tide, were compelled to 
shut down, and acveml hundred men 
will be thrown out of employment un¬ 
til the waters recede. The parts of the 
machinery that could be Injured by 
water were stored in a place of safety 
and everything hnd been b>ok*d after 
about th© vast estnbllshment that could 
possibly be cared for. Every factor}’ l» 
now closed on the water front except¬ 
ing the New Albany Manufacturing 
Company’s foundry and the Tiarth 
lather Company's tanning establish¬ 
ment. 

All the people dwelling In the over¬ 
flowed district have been moved with 
their househtdd belongings to places of 
safety and. while they have been great¬ 
ly Inconvenienced, there are no casus 


of suffering or distress. Every one In’ 

New Albany appears to be perfectly 
willing to assist his unfortunate fel- \ 
low-cltIsens and until the flood abates 
they will be taken cane of. One man l 
Friday night was urutblo to secure a 
wagon and he wheeled the contents of 
a four-room house In a heavy wheel¬ 
barrow a distance of ten blocks, man¬ 
aging to complete the task between 
dusk and daylight. He was compelled 
In the last few trips to go through 
water a foot deep. Another, an old sol¬ 
dier, living in th© West Albany suburb, 
refused to leave his home, a one-story 
cottage, but took refuge In the loft of 
th© stable. Yesterday morning as the 
patrol skiff was making Its rounds, the 
oarsmen heard a great outcry, and np- 
proaehingthe stable found the obstinate 
old man peering out the opening In the 
loft.

bank* The current over these farms 
Is extremely swift and when the river 
recedes it will be found that many of 
them have been greately depreciated 
In value on account of the soil having 
been washed away. Nearly all the 
fanners are remaining In their homes, 
especially where the houses are more 
than on© story and will stand the slog© 
as they did In the memorable flood of 
1884. __

Dr. W. T. Moore was hastily sum¬ 
moned. administered rest4>ratlv©s and 
the* patient was taken to the home of 
Mr. Reeves, a kinsman, In an ambu¬ 
lance, the vehicle having been driven 
over a low place in the street to roach 
the high laud, with the water but a 
few inches from the bottom of the bed. 
He llugered for several hours In a half 
conscious ccondltion until th© end 
came at 3:30 o'clock. Mr. McCartney 
was slxty-flve years old nnd he Is sur¬ 
vived by his widow and seven children 
—five sons and two daughters. Th© 
funeral will take place from the horn© 
of Mr. Reeves to-morrow afternoon and 
the services will be conducted by the 
Rev. F. T. Porter, of the Park Chris¬ 
tian church.

PROSECUTION WON 

ALL IT DESIRED 


FLOYD BYRD WELL PLEASED 
WITH DECISION. 


CONFIDENT JAKES HAROIS CAN 
NOW BE CONVICTED. 


NO BYSTANDERS FOR JURY. 


Lexington. Ky.. Jan. 19.—[Special-!— 
The attorney* for the pros option In 
the cases of Jim Hargis and his co- 
de fondants. charged with the murder 
of Dr. B. D. Cox and James Cockrell, 
were well pleased with tho decisfons 
handed down by the Court of Appeals 
on Friday, which materially alTacted 
the trial of the defendants for both 
offenses. The Indictments drawn 
against the Rmrgfaes in Jackson for 
the Cox murder are the same as those 
against them in the Fayetto Circuit 
Court for the killing of Jim Cockrell, 
and the action of the Appellate Court 
In saying Judge Parker was In error 
In the instructions given to the Jury in 
the former trial of Jim Hargis will 
necessarily govern the trial Judge In 
the Cox murder case because of the 
almilartiy In the indictments. 

Attorneys Byrd and Jotiett. of Win¬ 
chester, who are associated with Com¬ 
mon weal th*s Attorney' Adams In the 
prosecution of the accused men In 
Breathitt county, and who represented 
Adams before the Court of Appeals 
against Judge Carnes, gave ont the fol¬ 
lowing statement to the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal to-night: 

•*lt was not expected that the Court 
of Appeal* wrould remove Judge Carnes, 
as that court had no authority to do 
that and was not asked to do it, unless 
It decided that Judge Carnes w^a not 
qualified to aot as Circuit Judge by 
reason of not being a resident of that 
district. In which event that wrould have 
prevented him from further acting In 
the cose, tnrt the main contentions re¬ 
lied on by the Common wm« 1th were 
tlitft the Indictment should have been 
quashed and that Judge Carnes should 
have directed the Jury drawn from the 
ft* heel. 

•The Court of Appeals decided that 
the indictment was good and that Har¬ 
gis could.be tried and convicted of 
murder even though tbs Oimmon- 
wsulth could not prove that he w;ia 
present at the time of the killing. 
With such a decision the need of 
quashing wns obviated, and on the 


question of selecting a Jury' the Court 

of Appeals sustained tho Common¬ 
wealth entirely." 

“The law provides that after the 
panel has been exhausted by challenge 
the Judge may, to AH the panel, draw 
from the wheel, or may direct bystand¬ 
ers to be summoned, yet the Court of 
Appeals decided in this case that the 
Judge should not go to bystanders at 
all, but should make up the Jury en¬ 
tirely from the wheel. 

"We are fully satisfied with the de¬ 
cision of the Court of Appeals, and feel 
that the Commonwealth has won a 
great victory. When the temporary 
suspension order was granted, the trial 
was stopped, and nothing further can 
now be done In the case until the reg¬ 
ular term of the Breathitt Circuit 
Court, which meet* on the third Mon¬ 
day In February. As to what will be 
done at that time by the t’onunon- 
wrealth we are unable to say.** 

Messrs. Byrd ondr Jouett were also as 
equally' well pleased with the decision 
of the Appellate Court on the appeal 
taken from this county regarding the 
Instructions given by Judge Parker. 
They believe, as does Col. John R. Al¬ 
len and C. J. Droneton, that It will en¬ 
able the Commonwealth, with sufficient 
evidence, to tjonvict the Hargises and 
Callahan of murder, even though th-y 
were not actually present at the time 
of the alleged killing. The same ques¬ 
tion regarding the quashing of the In¬ 
dictment was considered la the Hargis 
trlai here, and had the higher court 
sustained Judge Parker, efforts would 
have been made at the next term of the 
court to quash the instrument and refer 
It bock to the grand Jory.

This la probably due to an 
agreement with the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney in dismissing Indictments for 
gambling, on condition that they would 
not again gamble In Frankfort. 


Bowling Green. Ky., Jnn. 19.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The announcement by the 
Times-Journal this afternoon that the 
Collet lot. on Main street, had been se¬ 
lected as the site for the Government 
building, came as a complete surprise, 
as It was thought the lot of Dr. John¬ 
son, on College street, which was rec¬ 
ommended by Maj Brackett, the In¬ 
spector. who came here and looked over 
the sites, would be chosen. 

The down-town people are pleased 
with the Collet lot. but those up town 
are in arms, and there Is strong talk of 
a vigorous protest h'fing filed. It Is 
openly charged that politics became In¬ 
volved in the matter when Dr. A. D.

FORCING VEGETABLES. 


Lancaster, Ky., Jan. 19—[Special.]— 
The continued warm weather. »ild by 
the oldest citizens to be unprecedented 
for midw inter, has so advanced the pas¬ 
tures in this section that the grass Is as 
high and green as In May. Both forest 
and fruit trees are beginning to bud 
and the seeds from sheaf oats are 
sprouting, and are from on Inch end a 
half to two Inches high.

Clothed In Gray. 


At a meeting of the trustee* of the 
Oonfetierare Soldiers' Homo held tttia 
week. It was deckled that In future all 
In mates of the home *hnuM be clothtd 
Iti Confederate gray, with brass but¬ 
tons. Each veteran I* to be provided 
with two suit*, one for winter and orw* 
for summer. A movement was al»o ret 
on foot at thi* meeting for the erection 
of a monument to the Conf iderate dead 
tn the home cemetery. There are now 
nearly 300 burled there, and only a few 
of the grave* are marked by bend-, 
stones. The tru»t*es deckled to n^k 
the Legislature to make the per capita 
appropriation $13f. f with an additional 
Individual allowance of $28. f$C0 for a 
preacher and $1,600 for repairs and 
painting. Hereafter tho trustees will 
abandon tho plan of running the home 
farm on *baro*. but will operate it 
under their own direction. 

The Tenjioaaeo Library Association 
wiui in s-rfdon during tho weak. Most 
of tho teaslons were taken up In the 
reading and diocusslon of papers on 
library topic®, and especially the need 
of free libraries In the town* and vil¬ 
lages. Resolutions were adopted au¬ 
thorizing the drafting of a bill for pre¬ 
sentation to the Legislature, asking the 
creation of a Library Commission and 
the establishment of a traveling li¬ 
brary. the latter to be under the super¬ 
vision of the State Librarian <md the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion. An appropriation of $5,900 Is ask¬ 
ed for. 

Another resolution asks the Legisla¬ 
ture to pass a general aot enabling 
towns to establish libraries, if their citi¬ 
zens so vote. The old officers, beaded 
by G. H Bo»h«»tte. president .>f the 
Carnegie Library at Nashville, as presi¬ 
dent. were ro-elected.

In Judge Shackelford Miller's view, 
Charles J. Llverlng, who hod been sued 
for maintenance by his former wife, | 
yesterday put himself on two sides of 
the question At once, and In so doing | 
practically knocked his case out of 
court. Lottie Llverlng. the plaintiff, | 
secured a divorce In 1900, but during 
the pendency of tho action a child was 
bom to them. In 1904 sho proceeded 
against Llverlng to moke him pay for 
the care of the child. He made answer 
that the child should be placed In his 
custody, because he was tho proper 
person to have it under control. 91 x 
months after he filed this answer, on 
June 1. 1906, he filed another, In W'hlch 
fie denied the paternity of tho child and 
leclared that he should bo required to 
pay nothing for Its sripporL He hod, 
however, changed lawyers In between 
the tlmo of the filing of the first and 
second answevH. 

Judgo Miller staled that tho court 


would not waste Its tlms In giving 
consideration to two such contradictory 
pleadings, and therefore gave judgment 
to the wife for $C0O acorued alimony, 
covering the time from 1901 to 1904, and 
36 a week from that time down to the 
entrance of tho judgment. 

Lottie Llverlng was the third wife 
of Llverlng. After his divorce ho mar¬ 
ried Mary* R. Conn, who died about two 
years ago at her home at Pope and 
Charlton streets, under what at the 
time seemed to be curious circum¬ 
stances. Poisoning was suspected, 
though niter a lengthy Investigation 
the matter was dropped by the detec¬ 
tives. The women left property worth 
about $12,000. all of which she willed to 
her husband. Relatives In fihelbyville. 
however, contested the Instrument and 
succeeded In having it set aside in the 
Circuit Court. Tho case Is now pend¬ 
ing In the Court of Appeals

WHISKY WIZARD ANALYZES 
LIQUORS WITH HIS PALATE. 


Kan Who Never Drinks Can Tell Age 
and Quality By Holding 
Whisky In Mouth. 


[New York Press.] 

A **whisky expert** Is what a little 
man. who looks like Hall Caine, the 
novelist, calls himself down In the wine 
and spirit trade about Heaver and 
Broad streets. Perhaps his likeness to 
the famous contemporaneous romanclst 
gives him the title of expert. The oth¬ 
er day he waa called on to make good. 
His assertion is that he can tell the 
general quality of any whisky; for ex¬ 
ample, bourbon or rye. There are more 
than 100,000 men In New York that 
profess to do the same thing. But 
Edgar Preyer. the real expert, says that 
not one man In a thousand who are 
habitual drinkers knows the difference. 
But he knows whisky by the taste, and. 
so far as his Intimate acquaintances am 
aware* he has never allowed a tea¬ 
spoonful of spirituous liquor to pass 
b^v^d iiia jiaiate. How* much has 
touched It Is a speculation, because be 
tries K like a tea-taster, who never 
drinks any of the tea he gauges so ac¬ 
curately. 

When on the recorded occasion re¬ 
ferred to Preyer was asked to make 
good, several whisky dealers gathered 
In a liquor broker's office and twelve 
samples of whisky were prepared in or¬ 
dinary glasses. Three were well-known 
brands. Three were fairly well known 
In the trade and six were now whiskies 
recently introduced into tho market. All 
the samples were In glasses precisely 
alike, a fair drink In each glass. Each 
was marked by a card under the glass 
on which was written the origin of the 
whisky with reference to Its source of 
manufacture; that Is. whether of corn, 
rye, an admixture of other grains, the 
• mount of mult, fruit. If any, like prune 
juice, and the quality; the year when 
male, the time In barrel, the distillery, 
the proof a> indicated by the United 
States gauger's test, and the house la¬ 
bel or name. The card wu* turned up¬ 
side down ao that Its Inscription could 
not be seen, and on the other side were 
blank spaces where Preyer was expect¬ 
ed to write his decisions as to the his¬ 
tory of the spirit. 

The stage being set, Mr. Preyer was 
Introduced. Before beginning his tent 
lie said that If his record did not corre¬ 
spond with the history written on the 
Other aide of the card that history wua 
incorrect, and he would appeal to the 
Indeterminate taste and judgment of 
Whisky drinkers. 

Preyer tin* took up a glass, passed it 
ever his palate and wrrge on th*» other 
•Ule of the card as follows: ‘ .Made In 


Illinois, at -*• distillery, a pure rye 

whisky, i-lx years In barrel, blended 111 
the tub. etmight good*, full proof." The 
card was turned over, and that was 
almost literally Its Inscription. Preyer 
rinsed out his mouth and waited while 
he talked about the time of whisky 
He said suin' curious things. One w^s 
that whiskies made from the same 
grains by ns nearly as possible the 
same processes would emerge from the 
barrel, treated ns fo charring In tho 
sain** way, at the end of three or four 
years an entirely different spirit. If tho 
distilleries were geographically removed 
from each other. He went on to say 
that a hundred Influences worked for 
this result—<ho mlcroblc condition of 
the atmosphere, the different range* of 
temperature the quality of the uak 
barrel when charred Into which the 
whisky was placed to ripen, etc. He 
said that oak grown In northern lati¬ 
tude* ..r <>n high altitudes was of 

finer fiber than ihst grown In southern 
latitudes and permit led a slower evap¬ 
oration, resulting In un entirely differ¬ 
ent product These subtle Influences 
were beyond toe control of the distil¬ 
lers and tney could not tell anything 
about them definitely. 

He then took up glass No. 2. It was, 
he said, a whisky artificially ripened; 
that is. after It had stood In the barrel 
for a year, or some such period, it 
steam'coll had been Introduced Into the 
barrel and the ripening process had 
been expedited. Evaporation hud taken 
Place by nrtlfirlal causes. In a few 
hours producing nearly a parallel re¬ 
sult to that effected In timber kiln 
seasoned and weather seasoned. It was 
a bourbon whisky made near Pittsburg, 
and would readily sell as rye to the 
general trade. He couldn't tell the dis¬ 
tillery. It was full proof, hut was not 
more than a year old Tha card was 
turned over and It was found to be a 
new bourbon whisky made at McKees¬ 
port, Pa., and hla expert testimony 
was accepted. 

In succession he tested and named 
with their several qualities five stand¬ 
ard whiskies, saying that to determine 
them required little discrimination. A 
Canadian whisky pusxlod hlfh, but he 
told Its origin and nnld It was built to 
► imnlaUi malt Whisky, of which there 
was so little In the market that It was 
safe to any It was Just rye of low proof. 

He had thus passed successfully 
upon seven of the twelve sample*. Then 
ho misplaced a St. Paul whisky as 
Tennessee and failed altogether upon 
some mode In Newark, which, he said, 
was not strange, as It was not a con¬ 
sideration of virtue but of vllcness. Ho 
placed the Newark liquor as being 
made In New* York City. A Canndlan 
whisky he identified without tasting It 
at all on his palate, but by the smell, 
and classified two Maryland ryes pre¬ 
cisely, and a Louisville whisky so ex¬ 
actly that the surprised and delighted 
audience drank the rest of the samples 
to his good health on the spot. 

Mr. Preyer said he hqd exhausted his 
palate - It would have ?<> h*Vi a rest 
of at least twenty-four hours, but that 
on any day he could repeat the experi- 
ment with as many as eight or ten 
different brands.

1904 When th# 
case was called for trial the attorneys 
for the d#fense challenged the whole 
list of jurors summoned upon the 
ground that the names had not been 
properly placed In the wheel by the 
commlasloiiers when they did this work 
last summer. Judge O'Doherty over¬ 
ruled tho motion at th# time and hla 
ruling made then was urged later ax 
a reason for a new trial. However h# 
stuck to his original course and refus¬ 
ed a new trial yesterday. 

Counsel for the defense contended 
that the commission #nt violated their 
oaths of ofBce when they deputised cer¬ 
tain clerks at the Courthouse to as¬ 
sist them in getting out the names for 
ihe Jury drums, that they did not do 
the work themselves and did not ex¬ 
clude all other persoi** from the room 
la tthlch It was being done.

Legal Obstacles. 


When questioned by the court at the 
time th# attorneys said that they had 
no personal knowledge of how the com¬ 
missioners hud selected the names or 
that there had been any delinquency 
in this respect. They then called upon 
the court to summon the Jury Commis¬ 
sioners themselves and ask them. Judge 
O’Doherty held that this course was 
Improper because if they had used 
wrongful means In selecting the venire¬ 
men's names his examination of them 
would require them to testify against 
themselves. Tho effort to secure the 
testimony of the deputies who assist¬ 
ed th# commissioners was also denied 
by Judge O'Doherty because he would 
not require them to testify against 
themselves. 

Judge O’Doherty held further that 
the court had every reason to presume 
thMt the oonwnissloners had performed 
their duties properly. Furthermore., he 
was doubtful whether th# objecting at¬ 
torneys had th# right to raise a ques¬ 
tion of such vital importance to all four 
Jury courts by addressing a motion to 
only one cf the Judges. Were the con¬ 
tents of ail four Jury wheels declared 
Invalid It would suspend for several 
weeks io a large extent the processes 
of civil and criminal Justice in Jcffer- 
s>n county. Fur many years the Jury 
Commissioners have been assisted Iry 
deputy elerks In the performance of 
this work because It is of such a char¬ 
acter as would be practically Impos¬ 
sible for the commissioners to perform 
themselves unaided.

The Jamestown Commission. 

The Kentucky Jamestown Commis¬ 
sion. s volunteer organisation formed 
for the purpose of securing a State 
representation at the Jamestown Ex¬ 
position. for which the last Legislature 
neglected to provide, has entered on Its 
third month since organizing. It re¬ 
ports good progress in Its work, hav¬ 
ing to date met with quite as good suc¬ 
cess as the commission which promoted 
the representation of Kentucky at 8L 
Louis, In the same longth of time.

In 
the present case, os the Jamestown 
Exposition will open Its gates at Nor 
folk. Va., on the 26th of April, less than 
100 days remain before that event will 
take place. The eommleaton has per 
feted a very thorough organisation of 
the State by counties and cities In tho 
hope of securing contributions, small 
In the Individual sums perhaps, but 
sufficient In tho aggregate to Insure a 
creditable representation of the State. 

If each county will contribute by In¬ 
dividual subscriptions a sum equal to 
1 por cent, of the revenue paid Into the 
State treasury there will thus be raised 
gufflcl* nt to meet all tho necessities of 
thu commission. 

This movement will be inaugurated 
to-morrow, and during the ensuing 
week It Is desired that there shall be a 
thorough canvass of each county under 
the auspices of a local committee, with 
a view to collecting the desired sum. 
The commission express tho hope that 
all good citizens who wish Kentucky 
to be properly represented at James¬ 
town will lend their co-operation to 
the movement without other special 
notice or request, so as to insure the 
raising of the very small amount from 
tlielr respective counties. In this way 
the sum raised will entail no serious 
tax upon anyone, while all will have 
satisfaction In having contributed to¬ 
ward# relieving Kentucky from merited 
reflection upon her. If for lack of proper 
spirit and the necessary fund she 
should fall to be creditably represent¬ 
ed at thla interesting anniversary, back 
to which dates the settlement of the 
whito race on tho continent, and the 
possibility pf her own existence. 

There Is. however, no question as to 
the genera] interest few in the 8tate 
on the question. There Is no lack of 
sentiment nor of enthusiasm In regard 
to It. Everyone favors It and wishes 
It success, not merely Virginians nor 
those of Virginia descent, but all. I 
whether from other States or foreign 
countries by birth or descent, feel equal 
prtle In having Kentucky take part 
In an event to closely associated with 
tho foundation and subsequent history 
of the Slate. But in a matter of this 
kind sentiment and enthusiasm will 
avail little, unless they Inspire those 
who have them to contribute according 
to their means. The ootnmisilon engaged 
In this good work have no pecuniary In¬ 
terest In It. Its members are giving 
their valuable time to Its promotion 
without poy, solely from a commend¬ 
able pride of State and in the belief

An Astonishing Proposition. 

Mr. De Armond. of Missouri, bos In¬ 
troduced a bill into Congress authoriz¬ 
ing the President to retire any Judg* 
of the United States when he thinks 
such retirement would promote the 
public welfare. Mr. De Armond proba¬ 
bly knows that In all probability such a 
law would be unconstitutional. If he 
does not know it he Is unfit repre¬ 
sent any Democratic constituency. If 
he does know it—but let that pas*. 

The Judges of the United States 
Courts hold oflioe during good behavior. 
They have the God-given right to re¬ 
sign. but are slow In exercising It. Con¬ 
gress has offered Inducements to aged 
Judges to retire by granting them sal¬ 
aries alter retirement at & certain age. 
This recognizes the fact that their re¬ 
tirement roust b« voluntary, except In 
case of bad behavior. The only way 
to reach them in that event Is by im¬ 
peachment. and Impeachment proceed¬ 
ings have not generally been success¬ 
ful. Nevertheless, that is the only way 
of getting rid of a Federal Judge except 
by death, resignation or voluntary re¬ 
tirement for age. which Is a species of 
resignation. 

That this security of tenure in Ju¬ 
dicial office should be galling to Presi¬ 
dents with on appetite for absolutism 
Is natural enough. There, for Instance, 
is Chief Jusiice Fuller, seventy-four 
years old this year, who seems to have 
forgotten how to resign, though lie has 
long been eligible for retirement. Not 
only that, but the grand old man re¬ 
tains all the mental vigor which he had 
at forty, and is the Implacable foe of 
arbitrary power. He must know that 
the President WAnts to fill his place 
by the appointment of a man who 
would thereby be taken out of the run¬ 
ning for President, and would thus 
greatly simplify the question of the 
succession. Nevertheless, he braves sus¬ 
picion of lese mexjest© and persists In 
holding on to office and manifesting a 
vigor of mind which promises long to 
qualify him for the exalted position 
that he hold* There ere other Judges 
on the Supreme bench whose places the 
President might like to All. Then there 
arc men In the other Foderal Court* 
whose decisions are not In accord with 
the views of the President, and the fact 
that the Supreme Court would probably 
affirm these decisions makes It all the 
more Imperative, from a certain stand¬ 
point, that the President should have 
the right to get rid of any Judge who 
does not decide to suit him. 

We have already called attention to 
the fact that there Is proposed by men 
In the highest places In the Govern¬ 
ment an amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion by Judicial construction. No lim¬ 
itation is proposed to this power be¬ 
yond the will of the men who desire 
thus to extend their own powers. It la 
not said In so many words that It Is 
proposed to change our form of gov¬ 
ernment. but It Is patent to the most 
moderate intelligence that If the pro¬ 
posed plan should be carried out there 
Hi absolutely no limit to the changes 
that might bt made. Frdm a union of 
Indestructible States we should pass to 
one In which the States might be de¬ 
stroyed at discretion. For this purpose 
we need Judges who will make the 
necessary construction of the Constitu¬ 
tion. If they refuse to make it, they 
can be retired and pliant so?undreD 
put Into their places, The whole Fed¬ 
eral Judiciary would thus be put Into 
the control of one man. who could 
remove the whole Supreme Court at 
one stroke of bis pen, and seat In 
their stead men who w*ould decide 
what he desired,. with the knowledge 
that If they did not they would be Im¬ 
mediately retired. It 1s true the suc-

The Problem cf the Wrecks. 

This morning'** Courier-Journal tells 
the ston” of another disastrous railroad 
wreck, and thus the winter's already 
dismaying and bloody record Is ex¬ 
tended. 

The aertea of fatal collisions which 
have shocked the American people In 
late months proclaim eloquently the 
need of remedy. Despite the block sys¬ 
tem, despite safety appBances of all 
descriptions, despite legislation of far- 
reaching character, tho disasters con¬ 
tinue. No one, doubtless, deplores them 
more than the railway manager him¬ 
self. Primarily moved by humanitarian 
feeling, he regrets them also because 
of the criticism they provoke, of th© 
public rebutment they arouse, of the 
blow they give to the traveler's confl 
dence In the railway lines, and because 
of the financial loos they represent In 
destruction of property and damages 
for Injuries and deaths. The railway 
manager has worked out. he thinks, a 
system of operation whJeh la #a saf* 
as care and Ingenuity can evclve. It 
Is th© part of managerial wisdom, as 
well as humanitarian Instinct, to save 
life, not destroy It. He tells you he 
does his best under the circumstance*. 
And he does. But th© circumstances 
nr© not what they should ho. 

No enterprise that Is dependent upon 
human labor can be infallible. No 
railroad can be entirely tree from ac¬ 
cidents. Tho utmost vigilance of tho 
managers Is still subject to unexpected 
elements, such as the sudden wraktic** 
of a roll, the lightning-like failure cf 
a telegraph Instrument or the lapse of 
an employe. The conspicuous wreck# 
of this winter have been collisions; it 
is clear, therefore, that human fnlltbll 
lty Is at th« bottom of them. 

This fallibility assert* Itself In diver# 
ways. Principally It I# manifested In 
th© endeavors of th© railroad chiefs t 
operate too many trains over an !nade 
qu.it© trackage; secondly, it exproKSi 
Itself in the neglect fulness or Incompe¬ 
tence—which amounts to the Sam© 
thing—of employes. Th© Inadequacy of

Some of the 
Congregntlonallsts wanted the minis¬ 
ters exempted from subscribing to any 
creed, but In deference to the opinions 
of the Methodist arid Presbyterian 
leaders, waived the point. 

Tho Episcopal Church In Canada, 
Anglicans they are there culled, had 
been Invited by action of the Canadian 
Presbyterian General Assembly to take 
part In the negotiations looking toward 
union, and the Baptists had likewise 
been Invited.

Preliminary announcement has Just* 
been made of the fourth International! 
Congress of Religious Liberal* which 
Is to be held In Boston September 22 to I 
27. The Inter national Congress was or¬ 
ganized at Boston In May. 1900, and 
since then meetings have keen held In 
London, Amsterdam and Geneva. The I 
sessions of tho congress In September! 
nro to to held in Tremont Temple, I 
Symphony Hall, Sanders Theater of] 
Harvard University, and various Bos-1 
ton chirrche*. A brief religious service 
will be held every morning In King’s 
Chapel. 

American bodies which are co-operat- 
Irg In the congress Include the National 
Unitarian Conference, tho American 
Unitarian Association, the Unlversallst 
General Convention, the Friend's Gen¬ 
eral Conference (Hlcksltc), the Amer¬ 
ican Christian Convention, the Associa¬ 
tion of Libera! German Evangelical 
Ministers, the Free Rcllslous Associa¬ 
tion. the Congress of Religion and the 
New York State Conference of Religion. 
Some rabbiu of Reformed Jewish con¬ 
gregations will also participate In the 
proceeding*. 

It is expected that there will be at 
least one hundred delegates from bodies 
In Great Britain, where a special fund 
has been created to assist In the pay¬ 
ment of delegates’ expenses. Strong 
delegations are also looked for from 
Holland, Germany. Switzerland, Itnlv. 
France, Hungs ry, Belgium, Norway, 
Denmark. Sweden. Australia, India and 
Japan.

T ANGIER. Morocco.—Come with 
mo this bright Sunday morning 
and take a look at some of the 
odd thing* In this land of 
Othello. The «omher-faced Moor* are 
going to nnd fro through the streets 
and wo sh'^Jl meet with many a scowl. 
We shall not see the fn^.n of thrlr Des- 
demonos, and we shall have to movo 
carefully for fear of giving oTTenae. 
We shall first Jake a bird's-eye view of 
Tangier before wo start to walk 
through it. Tho clty*ilc* on the edge 
of tho Atlantlo ocean In a hollow or 
nest In these wild African hills. It 
bos a big wall around It and Its blue 
and white houses remind me of a lot 
of gigantic store boxes jumbled togeth¬ 
er In all sorts of shapes. The highest 
part is the citadel, where the Gov¬ 
ernor lives. There he holds court and 


there Is hfo prison, where scores of 
half-naked, miserable beings are shut 
up. with chains around their legs. At 
night they sleep on the stones, all tied 
together by one chain, which binds 
the nocks of the whole criminal crowd. 
They do thrlr own cooking, and their 
friends must furnish tho food or they 
starvo on short rations of dry bread 
and writer. There is no habeas corpus 
act here, and It Is not hard for a man 
of Influence to get a poorer brother In 
jail. 

Lc< us stand together near tho Gov¬ 
ernor's palace and take a look over the 
city. Whut a strango town Is this 
within almost rifle shot of Europe, hero 
at tho beginning of the Twentieth cen¬ 
tury. The roofs are fiat and thcro Is 
not a chimney In sight. There are no 
smokestack^ and no smoke. There nro 
sixty thousand people living In that 
jumWc of houses below us. and they 
cat at least three meals a day. Their 
cooking Is done upon tires of charcoal 
made in clay basins, half the size of a 
wash bowl, with a hole at tho side for 
the draft. Some of tho larger estab¬ 
lishments hm*e little brick ovens built 
Into the walls of their kit-hens, but 
tho cooking there Is done the aamo 
way. The land about here Is useless 
and the fuel Is costly, on armful of fag¬ 
got a as big as a broom handle costing 
a dollar; charcoal is proportionately 
high. 

About nil tho w ashing Is done In cold 
water. Wo con see the clothes drying 
on the roofs of the houses. There nro 
but few yards, and the found resst's oft¬ 
en dry their clothes near tho streams, 
outside ’the city, where they wash, 
pounding the garments on tho stones. 

There Is a scarcity of water In almost 
every Moroccan city, Tangier has no 
water-works, nnd It Is short on sewer* 
and other modern Improvements. The 
streets are sprinkled by men who go 


through them with goatskin bags on 
their backs, bending half d able as they 
scatter the drops her-.* and there. Kicb 
bag holds about ten gallons and tho 
sprinkling water comes from the sea. 
Other o.trrlcr* go from hour* to house 
with fresh water, which they bring 
from the wells or the streams outside 
the city. They ring bells as they go; 
and have little brass cups In which they 
will give you nil you can drink for less 
than a cent I should. however, as soon 
think of drinking a cup of pure typhoid 
bacteria as of tasting siroh water, al¬ 
though l stopped one of those rigged 
old wab»r begg vrs to-day aivd bought a 
cup while my guide, Mohammed, 
snapped my rainura. Sucjj men rccdlvo 
nhout four cents a pktnfull. and they 
aid In supplying the household. 

Much of the oo.»k n<g and washing wa¬ 
ter is brought Into the city in little five- 
gallon k<g*. two or three of which ur© 
shtng on each side of a donkey, the 
peddler sitting on top or walking be¬ 
hind. I venture that there are 50) men 
who tite water in one way or annthcr 
In -this town of Tangier. 

"And why do.they not have water 
wagons?" J hear some one ask. 

<*pen tho cyefl of your Imagination 
and see. These streets are so narrow 
that a hand cart could not be pushed 
through them. In some I can stand In 
the center and touch both walls with 
my hands. There is not a wheeled ve¬ 
hicle inside this whole town, and for 
that matter there arc not a bnlf-d<men 
In all Morocco. This country, which is 
Fix times ns large as the State of Ohio, 
and Which contains one-tonth as many 
people as our whole country, has no 
other roads than bridle put bn, and all 
transportation Is on hordes, mules, don¬ 
keys or camel*. and a'so upon i»H»n. 
Here In Tangier there Is not even a 
band cart or a wheelbnrr >xv, but there 
are .«*© many passenger donkeys that 
ono has to Jump from* able to ride to 
kf p out of ;he|r way. They go along 
without bridles or halters, directed by 
the cries and the sticks of the donkey 
boy*, who fallow behind. They are the 
drays of Tnnglor.

The Prince Alexander. 

Just eighteen year* of nge. Alexander 
Isa handF.img youth with a good figure, 
physically ho t rongly resembles hl» 
»jder brother, but In femperament an] 
mental e<iulprnent he present* n strik¬ 
ing contram t\> him. George ha* tho 
ungovernable temper of a maniac, 
Alexander Is always amiable; George 
s foxy, Alexander fo studious; George 
* stupid, Alexander Is clever; George 
s coursa, Alexander Is refined: George 
\ s a dissolute rake, Alexiinder loads a 
dean life. It is one of the puzzles 


of heredity that two such utterly dif¬ 
ferent types should be bom of the same 
parents. 

Like his brother, Alexander wai rent 
to tho famous school fer Imperial Pages 
in Hi. Petersburg, but tho rigors of that 
Northern climate proved too severe for 
bis constitution, and he waa forced to 
leave the Runslan capital. Before he 
did ao, symptoms of pulmonary trouble 
b-gan to xnanifeet ihorarelves, but hap¬ 
pily havo those have entirety vanished 
since tho Prince's return to IKdgrade, 
and he la now In excellent health. De¬ 
spite that fact. It 1* slgnlfirant thnt 
King Peter ho* decided not to sen 1 him 
back to RumUt, but to krep him In 
the palnco at Polgnde. Recently ho 
has been dolegnotd to .vuilst at «fn*»r :i| 
functions at v. hlch the t'rown Prlnco 
was cortsplrfou* by his abion*o. When 
the King appears In public, hi> ts usu il¬ 
ly accompanied by Alexander. Ho 
scorns tn fed that tho fod'r popularity 
affords him some measure of proteutlon 
on his tottering throne. 

There can be no doubt that tho peo¬ 
ple of Servla would hall with dclkjht 
the substitution of Alexander for 
George ns the heir to the lkrone. That 
wms made apparent even at tho corona¬ 
tion banquet, when a toast was ac¬ 
claimed with tremendous >enthusiasm 
which exprc*?»od a wish that the crown 
should "pass to iho ablcet member of 
HU Majesty’s family." No stronger 
hint could havo been conveyed that the 
Crown Prlnco was not wanted.

King Peter's I/oat Nerve. 
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Meanwhile King Peter has lost what¬ 
ever nerve he may hive possessed m* a 
young man. He Is more clorely guard¬ 
ed than ever King Alexander was. evon 
when plot* agatnst him were daily un¬ 
covered. Though only sixty years of 
age. ho has the appearance of a very 
old man. Wien he roichi d Bi'rvia nfb r 
tlw murders, he looked like a decayed 
military man, - with a sinister, hawk¬ 


like Lice, marked with deep lines, griz¬ 
zled hair nnd moustache. N;»w his fae© 
ts oshm and biggy. his hair Is white, 
hln eyes are full of rheum. He shuffles 
along like a vendor of old clothes nnd 
his hands havo a twitch. He sleeps l!t- 
tb and spends much of hi* time seek¬ 
ing courage In ihe battle and imbibing 
forge qunntltl * of old brandy. By con¬ 
tra*;. with the life ho leads in his gild- 
cage, tho day* of his old penurious 
struggles in Geneva must appear to 
him llko a lout Pajndlse. 

Failing Prlnco Alexander, there Is 
yet another promising candidate for tho 
throne of Scrvla, the fourtecn-year-o'.d 


Prlnco Paul, son of Prlnco Arsen, King 
Pot 01 ^* younger brother. Despite hla 
extreme youth. Paul Is popular among 
all closse* of tho people. Ho give* ev¬ 
ery Indication of developing Into a fine 
man. But the succession would probably 
involve a long regency, and In tho pre#- 
ent state of affairs In Servla lhat would 
a!k«w scope for all sort* of plots and 
conspiracies. 

Prince George menntlmo shows no 
disposition to mend his ways. Instead 
of profiting by tils younger brother'* 
example ho seem* bent an doing every¬ 
thing In Ills powler to accentuate tho 
contrast between them. Only a few 


wcoks ago ho smuggled a lot of his 
boon companions, male and frmiUe, !n<o 
the pctinco, donned his father's crown 
and coronation mantle and heki a 
drunken orgy with them. While the ca¬ 
rousal was at Us height the King en¬ 
tered the room, attracted by tho nol*e- 
Tho Prince’s companion* were fright¬ 
ened Into sifbrlety and hastily decamp¬ 
ed. but George wn* not a bit phased. "I 
was Ju*t trying the*© thing* on," ho 
satd, "and 1 fintter myself that I look 
much bitter In them than you do.** 
Then ho coolly Invited his father to 
Join hlrn in drinking the health of Ms 
successor. The scene was ended by 


somo attendant* carrying him off to 
bed. Ho makes no secret of hi* con¬ 
tempt for his father, even when sober. 
"You are In a terrible fright that some 
ono will kill you." ho Is reported to 
hnvo said to the King on ono occasion. 
"Do not worry yourself. I will be tho 
ono to kill you." 

The other day a mouse was caught 
In the palace. The Crown Prince took 
tho little animal out of the trap atlll 
alive and ordered one of tho sentries 
on guard to bite Us head off. Tho sol¬ 
dier refused and the Prince, drawing 
his revolver, threatened to shoot him 
if ho did not obey. Only the Inter¬ 


vention of ono of the King's adjutants 
prevented him from carrying out hla 

threat. 

Ono of his favorite amusements l* to 
bury cats up to their necks In tho 
earth and stamp them to death with 
his military boots. Another diversion 
td which he Is extremely partial 1* to 
sit at one of tho palace window* with 
an air gun and toko pot shots at peo¬ 
ple as they pass In tho street. In this 
way ho Inflicted a poInful wound re¬ 
cently on an old woman's face. If 
not really mad, he simulates madness 
better than even Hamlet did. And In 
some measure hfo role seem* tt> be that 
of Hnmlet to King Peter's Claudius. 

The people of Belgrade live In ter¬ 
ror of him. In his reckless mood* he 
know* no restraint. Ho gallops through 
the streets utterly regardless of 
pedestrians. Ho has more than mice 
announced hi* intention of erecting a 
gallows In the chief square of Bel¬ 
grade. when he ascend* the throne, and 
to hang therrem those who opposo Ms 
royal will. To the Servians, he ap¬ 
pears to be a scourage sent by Provi¬ 
dence to avenge the assassination of 
King Alexander and Queen Draga. 

Several officer* have bluntly refus¬ 
ed to servo as hi* sides-de-camp owing 
to the Indignities which he heaps upon 
those who wait upon him. Occasion¬ 
ally though, he meets more than his 
match. A Major, whoso ear* he had 
boxed nfter grossly insulting him, 
drew his sword nnd It would have 
ill red 111 with tho Prince If aom© other 
officers hud not inte-rfored. Enraged 
by pome direction* given by his tutor. 
M. Levassnur. he threw pears and ap¬ 
ple* at hi* head and wound up the per¬ 
formance by hurling a syphon bottle 
nt him. Tnnt wa* too much for the 
arnlntbl© Frenchman. He pitched in 
and gave the Prince a sound thrashing, 
and left Servfo, and no other tutor ha* 
yet been found bold enough to t*ks 
hi* place. 

During a recent hunt near Belgrade, 
the Grown Prince purposely shot a 
peasant in the eye Just to show his 
compalons what an excellent marks¬ 
man he Is. Quite recently, after a dis¬ 
pute with Dr. Dlmltuch, tho court 
phyelclan and dilef of the royal cab¬ 
inet. tho Prince boxed hi* oars with 
such force that the doctor's hat Ml 
off. At the Karageorgovltch fete, the 
o*her day. am the procession headed by 
the King approached the Cathedral, a 
cab passed In which were the Crown 
Prince and some disreputable women, 
alt drunk. He shows such symptoms 
of mental and moral abnormality that 
if not actually Insane, he t* certainly 
not fit to be at forge. The report that 
he was to be sent to a lunatic asylum 
h«s b“*n denied, but It would surprise 
no one if that course should bo 
adopted. If he should ever become 
King <>t Servlo. h* would be deposed 
by revolution or assassination within a 
week. 

A* for Bcrvla itself. It is In a most 
unhappy plight, politically, financially 
nnd Industrially. Chaos and nnurchy 
prevail everywhere outside of Belgrade. 
It la credlblv stated that there have 
Peon mote political murders In tha 


country districts of Servla In 190€ tha# 
In tho whole of Mncedonla. Tho only 
difference Is that tho latter aro ail re¬ 
ported and chronicled, some times two 
or three time* over, whilst Aho Servian 
press' is so tightly muzzled thia the 
boldest opposition papers dare not 
make tho slightest reference to the 
murders within their own land. Some 
month* ago, one of tho most prominent 
men In a country' dfotrlct near Nltsch 
wa* brutally murdered by a bnnd of tils 
political opponent*. Eight men were 
arrested for the deed, tried and sen¬ 
tenced to term* of Imprisonment rang¬ 
ing from five to fifteen years. A f> vr 
weeks later they were all pardoned nnd 
released from Jail. Th**re fo no security, 
for life or property anywhere. 

• • • 

Cabinet and Parliament. 


The Cabinet nnd Parliament are en¬ 
tirely at loggerheads, and political con¬ 
ditions are dnily growing worse. The 
country Is practically bankrupt. Since 
tho tariff wrr with Austria-Hungary 
the farmers have been unable to sell 
their pig*, and t!y» agrlculturel dis¬ 
tricts, which nwans practically tha 
whole country outside of the capital, 
are in the deepest distress. 

,The greatest disaffection Is rampant 
In the army, which seems to bo gradu¬ 
ally shaking Itself free from the tyran¬ 
ny of the conspirators' party. Who!* 
regiment* aro mutinying and the of¬ 
ficer* are powerless. Since the recent 
trial of a large number of officers op¬ 
posed to tho conspirators' party, no 
new arrests of officer* have been made, 
tho conspirators fearing a popular out¬ 
break. 

Liberty of th© preos ho* no existence, 
tho newspaper* aro completely under 
the control of the government, which 
exercise* a censorship a* rigorous aa 
ever prevailed under tho rule of the 
Tsar. 

In short, the general outlook Is such 
that a catastrophe might come at any 
moment. Competent observers Indeed 
affirm that It cannot be delved much 
longer. 

Superstitious citizens of Belgrade ar« 
recalling the fact thot on tho day «>h 
which King Peter entered the Konak 
hundred* of raven* from tho hanks of 
the Save and the Danube flew over 
Belgrade In such mn*ses as had never 
been se*»n before. They settled at last 
In the chestnut tree* In the grounds of 
the Konak and Immediately before tha 
windows of King Peter'* apartment*. 
For a whole week they remained caw¬ 
ing continuously and robbing the entire 
neighborhood of It* nightly repose. 
Nothing could drive them away. Tha 
court servants throw down poisoned 
meat, but the birds left It untouched. 
Finally a dozen alrguns were bought 
and the court official* did fearful exe¬ 
cution among the bird* the next night. 
Scarcely a tenth of the hundred* of tha 
raven* were left to fly away tho rwxfc 
morning. The ravens are gone, but 
black care and brooding despair re¬ 
main. Th© finger of CV>d 1* relentlc**ly 
pressing upon Petar Karageurgovltcht 
the mlseraHc, trembling occupant of a 
throne acquired by murder.

He lived with his par¬ 
ents on tho shores of Chester¬ 
field Inlet, a deep salt-water 
channel reaching far to the westward 
from the northern part of Hudson's 
Bay. The Eskimo name for tho great 
Inlet la Akshomak; this means tho 
Place of tho Northern Lights, and In 
winter they have lomo very fine dis¬ 
plays of the aurora borealis over Its 
frozen waters. 

On the northern shore of the Inlet and 
Inland along the rivers live the Klnne- 
petoo Eskimo. They subsist almost en¬ 
tirely upoi. reindeer meat, the most de¬ 
licious food there is In the Arctic; and 
this region is the especial haunt of 
then© animals both In winter and sum¬ 
mer. Even In the fall of ths year, 
when the approaching cold of winter 
sends reindeer migrating southward, 
half a dozen herds may be In sight at 
once, from the top of any hill in the 
land of the Klnnepetooe; nnd during 
these months Narou*<>k*s father, Ok-blg 
by name, always killed many fur the 
winter’s supply of meat and of skins 
from which to make the family ckuhlng 
arid bedding. 

But although the Eskimo in “the land 
of the Northern Lights” have plenty to 
eat and wear, they must look sharp for 
oil and blubber to bum In their qu*cr 
stone lamps by which they keep their 
egg-shaped houses of snow’ bright and 
warm. Therefore, a month or two of 
each year Is spent In the great Inlet by 
the Ktnn^petoo hunters catching seal 
and extracting and staring the oil in 
their oilskins. 

These oilskins are then covered with 
heavy stones to protect them from the 
claws and teeth of the polar bear*, the 


wolves and wolverines, and the foxes, 
that are always on the search for such 
•'cairns.*' ns these plies of stones, roofed 
over meat and oil, are called. 

Ok-big had a number of these cairns 
of seal oil on a small Island in the in¬ 
let, and when the season had come to 
exchnngo the tent of m nlskln for their 
snowhouse he decided to drive In the 
Island for a couple of skins of oil; he 
could make the Journey in a day. 

So early In the morning Mttle Nan- 
nook, who was about nine years old, 
was sent; homes* In hand, to catch the 
dogs—this had to bo done one by one— 
and tie them to the sledge till the whole 
team, some ten or eleven, should bo 
ready to drag the sledge In the day'a 
trip. A thin coating of leo was formed 
on the runners of the sledge to make it 
pass* smoothly over the snow, and a 
ham of frozen reindeer meat was tied 
to the sledge for a lunch on the island. 

Little Nannook worked Joyfully, for It 
had been decided by hi* father that he 
should go to watch the dogs and sledge, 
as something might occur to call him 
from the team. 

Just a* they were starting Nannook’t 
younger brother, a little favorite about 
four years old, begged so hard to go 
too that permission was given, and his 
mother brought out two or thre* nlco 
reindeer robe* to wrap him In; and to 
prevent their earning oft while the 
sledge wo* In motion and bumping over 
tho snow hummocks, they were lightly 
tied around him with the sledge lash¬ 
ings, and with the same lashings tho 
little fellow was also tied down to tho 
sledge.

Sbe design shown is of a smart 
tc^dal, and may be very effectively 
ftltowed. using silks, or soft materials 
"Mfcat la, any of the taffetas, ranging 
In ©on from 60 cents to 11.60 per yard, 
mohair and brl 111 an tine at 76 cents to 
11 .00, rajah cloth at about the same 
price, eollenne cloth, or any of the 
lightweight fabrics usually good for 
this tyle of frock. 

H you decide on brllllantlne, about 
•lx yards will be necessary for the 
•ntlre suit This should be trimmed 
on folds of black taffetas, stitched silk 
bands, or black velvet ribbon—the lat¬ 
ter being the more expensive trim¬ 
ming. 

ft can be hsd from 36 cents to 75 
cents per bolt of 13 yards, and for a 
skirt of this fullness, several bolts will 
be neceseuxv. according to the size of 
the model. You should use from three 
to five rows of ribbon folds or bands. 

An effective way to build the waist 
is to have the vest of the goods, with 
rows of velvet ribbon running cross¬ 
wise. At the neck, a collar of the 
same may be used, with a little turn 
over on embroidery or lace, or the col¬ 
lar forming a slight V might be made 
of lace and embroidery. 

The sleeves should carry out the 
trimming used in the skirt, whether 
it is bands, folds or ribbon, except not 
so wide. The same plan will be ef¬ 
fectively used In the mohair, which 
w ill make a pretty, as well as service¬ 
able suit for business, for shopping 
and for various other occasions. 

In making up a silk salt of the usual 
fT-lneh wide silk. It will take from 15 
to IS yards, and it can be had at the 
shops at prices named above. Taffetas 
one yard, wide may be had for 11.60 
per yard. 

In buying taffetas, it is well always 
to select the chiffon taffetas, ns it lasts 
much longer than the etlffer variety, 
and does not have quJLe so much swish 
to it This swish, by the way, as most 
of us knpw. Is not so desirable as It 
was several years ago, and In a soft, 
subdued manner, like the faint sighing 
of Jhe wind in the trees. 

Black velvet ribbon would be effec¬ 
tive used on a black and white chocked 
Anffe?* the ribbon running for from 
three to five rows tho full circle of the 
skirt; or, ss It does in somo models— 
not tho complete circle—but stopping 
short whero the pleating begins. 

The skirt should have a deep stitch¬ 
ed hem, and the ribbon should be run 
In graduated distances from the hem. 

An added touch to the skirt would be 
black buttons running down the seams 
of the skirt to where the pleating be¬ 
gins. A chemlserte of solid Inco or of 
lace and embroidery might be chosen 
for tho waist. The sleeves might also 
have a cuff or lace and embroidery 
combined.

T HE sleeve Is no longer merely a 
necessary part of & dress. It ha* 
becomo an ornament as well, as mad© 
as It Is so frequently of quantities of 
lace, lace-edged mull and ribbon. 

It is a mistake to Imagine that 
sleeves are growing longer, the elbow- 
sleeve—ond even an Inch above the el¬ 
bow—is quite os much In vosu© as 
ever. 

A pretty sleove for brightening an 
evening or dinner gown Is made entire¬ 
ly of ruffles of race, the bottom ruffle 
Just ©scnplng the elbow. It is made 
over a tight lining, the fullness all be¬ 
ing In the ruffling, and It Is finished 
with block velvet ribbon. 

The shawl sleeve Is a pretty one for 
a reception gow n. The underneath por¬ 
tion of tho sleeve should be m&do of 
the drees material. This part runs 
down to the elbow, and Is there gather¬ 
ed Into a band of embroidery, finished 
with lace, and the shawl shows a de¬ 
sign of similar embroidery. 

The Louis sleeve Is another smart 1 
model for dressy frocks. A tan voile 
<»r doth • • needs a bit of 

brightening would be helped with a 
sleeve of this kind. 

It Iias tiny tucks caught Into a fold 
of ribbon which hangs in bow knots at 
tho elbow, and falling from beneath the) 
ribbon ts a pan« I of pretty lace. 

Tho cuff, which Is finished with rib¬ 
bon. a!.*o shows tiny tucks and medal- 
Hons of lac#* as trimming. There are 
bands running around the cuff, they 
loosely gathering in the lace. These 
are gracefuJ sleeves, and should be tak¬ 
en advantage of by the girl who hua 
thin arms. 

Another dainty sle#»ve might be made 
of darker material than th© frock, say 
to use with tan, a golden brown silk. 
This sleeve shows u good-slzcd puff, 
formed fr« tn tiny tucks running up¬

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be done* and oftentimes a woman© 
beauty will be much enhanced. 

With gray hair, however. It Is wall 
not to use curling tong* Th© heat will 
yellow tho hair, and there is no method 
of turning It b&ok to Its soft slvory 
shod© when thus Injured. 

Th© proper course. In thee© circum- 
*n even atances, would b© to use ourilng paper* 
or hair pin* or tho rubber devices to 
be found In the shops for crimping. 

Those suffering from tho effects ot 
overbrushlng and overshampooing 
should wash the hair only when clean- 
liness necessitate* for otherwise, you 
deprive it of Its natural oil. and fhirly 
wash the Ufe away. 

It Is possible to treat the hair In 
shampooing so as to promote wavtnes* 
by koeplng It for a 11ms In a condition 
betw een dryness and humidity, so that 
different parts will bo unequally af¬ 
fected. and. In consequence, acquire va« 
tying degree* of tension. 

Ono method is to shampoo th* hair 
in a soapy water In which a few grains 
of carbonate of potash have been dis¬ 
solve*!. While the hair Is still moist 
It must be dressed as desired. Th© ©t- 
fect ooroes os It drie* 

Another method Is to moisten th* 
hair with strong rosemary water, blacfc 
te* or aromatic vinegar, In which 
twelve grains of the carbonate of pot¬ 
ash to a half pint of th* tonlo hav* 
been dissolved. Brush this In, and dress 
the hair before It dries, as directed 
above. 

A roclpe for curling tho hair that Is 
quite harmless, and In certain state* 
of tho atmosphere may be said to aid 
greatly In preserving a woman’s ap¬ 
pearance and consequently her peace ot 
mind, It: 

Carrageen moss, one-half ounce; eau 
d© cologne, one pint; extract of millo- 
fleur, one ounce; eiderflower water (or 
plain distilled), ono pint. The moss Is 
soaked over night in th© water, heated 
to dissolve It, then strained and per¬ 
fumed. It can be tinted with liquid 
carmine or tincture of saffron; and l* 
said to be quite efficacious. The hair 
•hould bo moistened with It before roll¬ 
ing on kid-covered curlers. 

A strong Infusion of saffron into a 
weak solution of crystallized carbonate 
of soda, to be folfcwrd when dried dry 
br a mordant of lemon Juic© or vinegar 
diluted with an equal part of wate* 
This makes the hair a reddish yellow. 

Always before using any preparation 
to change the color of the hair it must 
be freed from oil oil by a thorough 
shampoo, and should be dried also, _

Her lord looked 
upon luncheo ns a stop-gap for np- 
D’ditcs that had been satisfied with 
nre.ikfnst and were reserving tholr 
best energies for dinner 
This, the fourth meal of the eating 



day. was to him a serious function. 
A meaty ^oup—sometimes rather 
heavy for our taste—was succeeded In 
dqe and solemn procession by Ash. a 
roast with vegetables, pudding or 
tarts, cracker:- and cheese und black 
coffee. Fruits and nuts were brought 
on with the crackers and cheese. 
These were the "dessert.** Tnrts. cus¬ 
tards. puddings and Ices were 
••sweet*. 

Tho mein defect In the averoge Eng¬ 
lish cuisine Is sameness. We were 


painfully conscious of this during a 
fortnight’s stay at one of the largest 
and most expensive of London hotels. 
We did not weary of Juicy South- 
down mutton, unequalea In savori- 
nose by any we had eaten In any 
other part ot the world, unless It were 
the small roasts of lamb we used to 
get In Italy. Charles Lamb said of 
roasting pig: "He Is a weakling: he 
Is a flower?* The Italian lamb Is a 
gentle bud—a very exquisite In his 
way. And hla English cousin South¬ 
down la a larger edition In flavor and 
tenderness. The “roast beef of Old 
England* was a lasting disappoint¬ 
ment. and. with all deference to the 
native cooks. It was killed In the 
kitchen. We ate none that was not 
overdone until what gravy followed 
the carver’s knife was almost color¬ 
less Sometln.es It was boiled while 
fresh, an unheard-. f method with us. 
The liquor in which It was boiled 
made gu«<d soup. The meat was in¬ 
sipid and libroua 

In roasting poultry Mrs. R. B. was 
an adept. Her “fowls,** which fehe 
never called “chicken*.” were done to 
a turn, pleasant to the sight and emi¬ 
nently satisfactory to the palate. If 
we did not learn to appreciate tho 
“liver-wing" as the choicest morceau 
of the goodly bird, we approved of tho 
jaunty touch lent to a plump young 
cock, or a capon, by tucking the brown 
liver under one wing—“like an opera 
hat**—said a saucy girl of the party. 

The list of vegetables was pitifully 
short. Potatoes, that were perfect in 
their way. miracles of mealiness and 
magnitude, broad beans, a sort of 
overgrown lima; vegetable marrow,

It was 
confirmed for the rt-si or our lives 
by our two sutnmt rs in the tlgnt little 
Islaud. And, vorily, tho teas spread In 
our sight by the Turveydroplon K. B. 
were something to remember. How¬ 
ever far wo might have wandored 
afield. Londonward or Into thu country 
rich ln down*, dykes, castles and 
historic ruins, we were sure to bring 
up at teatime In the quiet drawing 
room, and us sure to And the round 
table, covered with a snowy cloth, 
drawn to tho corner of the hearth.

Will Overtake Main Flood 
and Increase Lo3S. 


Many Calls Reach Cincinnati 
From All Points. 


City Divided Into Sections 
For Relief Work. 


WILL PASS SIXTY-FIVE FEET. 


{ftnclnnati. Jan. 19.—With the crest 
i the flood not yet In eight, and a 
prospect of a near approach to the im- 
mcr.se loss from high water of Febru¬ 
ary. 1884, attempts were made to-day 
to estimate the losses from the present 
flood in this cuy and environs. The 
commission houses, which are princi¬ 
pally located In the lowlands now un¬ 
der water, hAve already suffered dam¬ 
age estimated at $100,000. Many thou¬ 
sands will be lom by factories through 
enforced Idleness and unproductiveness, 
and more than 40.000 Idle men will lose 
their wages during the continuance of 
the present high stage of the river. 

Not less than 15.000 people have been 
driven from their homes In Cincinnati 
and In the Kentucky' suburbs. Nearly 
fifty squares In Newport. ov*r a dosen 
in Covington and large sections In the 
east and west ends and In the Mill 
creek sections of Cincinnati ore under 
water. The East End Is threatened 
with darkness and the shutting off 
of electric power for the car lines in 
the entire eastern section and suburbs 
of the city. These are conservative 
estimates of present conditions and 

suffering, and the worst Is yet to come.

HIGH WATER IN KENTUCKY. 

River Now Twenty-eight Feet Absve 

Low Mark and Still Rising. 

Beattyvllle, Ky., Jan. 19— [Special.]— 
The river continues to rise at this point 
and shows twenty-eight feet above low- 
water mark. All forks of the Kentucky 
river have been putting out a largo run 
of loose logs all day and thousands 
continue to pass. The tide Is Just the 
kind desired by the rivermen and it is 
probable that oil wlU bo caught In the 
booms to which they belong. This Is 
the third tide In last two months and 
lumber men along the river had their 
booms nearly full before this rise and 
the only danger of loss is their inabil¬ 
ity to provide for all passing now. 
With the logs now on hand and with 
the number that will be caught on this 
rise, all sawmills from here to High 
Bridge will have a sufficient supply to 
run thorn far Into the summer. While 
the river continues to rise It Is not 
■ likely that any serious damage will be 
‘ done. A further rlso of twelve feet 
would be required to cause any damage 
to property or business here. 

MILTON UNDER WATER. 

Only Two Buildings Stand On Dry 
Ground. 

Milton, Ky. Jan. 19.—[Special.]—Only 
the post-office and drug store building 
are out of water to-night, and the Ohio 
Is creeping steadily up. being Just seven 
feet below tho 1884 stage. It Is raining 
here to-night afid the water Is rising an 
inch an hour. Much excitement pre¬ 
vails, and the residents of the town are 
beginning to be terror-stricken. The 
first mall which has reached Milton in 
three days came In to-day. being 
brought through by the regular carrier. 
Only one telephone line Is now working, 
and the town Is practically cut off from 
the outside. 

At Gum, five miles below here, the 
post-office and general store, belonging 
to F. L Moreland, was washed away, 
and floated dow;n stream this after¬ 
noon. The stock of goods had been re¬ 
moved In expectation of the flood reach¬ 
ing the building. 

RAIN AT UNIONTOWN. 


“Above sixty-five feet." Is the con¬ 
servative prediction of the forecast of¬ 
ficial as to the probable crest of the 
flood, but the reports from up the riv¬ 
er caused him to express a fear this 
afternoon that much worse was in 
•tore. 

Tho Immense stretch of the river, si¬ 
lently and remorselessly carrying before 
It all manner of property, was wAtched 
all day by thousands of people from 
both bauk' oiiu the high buildings, 
while strenuous efforts were tn&de by 
hundreds of men to carry to places of 
safety those whose homes had been In¬ 
vaded by the flood or some of the 
household effects from the flooded 
homes. For better handling relief work. 
Mayor Dempsey this afternobn divided 

Uk* city into four relief sections.

Man>^7alls For Help. 

Reports from river cities, both above 
and below Cincinnati, continued to 
come In, with pleading for help and 
food. From some of the nearer flood¬ 
ed towns refugees come to this city, 
and are lodged wherever quarters could 
be found. Portsmouth saw’ the break¬ 
ing of the flood embankments, and the 
people fled In terror to the highlands. 
The high water from the Scioto Is being 
added to the flood in the Ohio at that 
point, and the flood from the other 
tributaries Is holding back the regular 
high water from higher up the river, 
so that the second rise seems sure to 
overtake the main flood and Increase its 
damage. _ 

TERRIFIC WINDSTORM 

STRIKES EVANSVILLE. 


Water Falls In Torrents For Few 
Minutes —All Telegraph Wires Go 
Down—River Rising. 


Evansville, Ind., Jan. 19.—{By Tele¬ 
phone.]—Evansville was cut off from 
the outside world, as far as telegraphic 
communication was concerned, about 
5:36 o'clock this afternoon when a ter¬ 
rific storm passed over the city, doing 
great damage. The storm was accom¬ 
panied by a heavy downpour of min. 
which was driven before the high wind 
In greet sheets. In three minutes three- 
tenths of an inch of water foil, adding 
to the already flooded condition of the 
city. 

Shawneetown seems to be safe. Re¬ 
ports received from there to-day show' 
that *the water is twelve foot from the 
top of the levee and unless the rlv e r 
g,.es much higher but little damage 
will bo done. The levee promises to 
bold safely through the flood and the 
people are beginning to breathe easier. 

At Evansville the river to-night stood 
43 3 feet and was slowly rising. 

MISSOURI RIVERS BOOMING.

Ohio Will Soon Flood Town—Now In 
the Sewers. 

Unlontown. Ky.. Jan. 19.—The heav|.

The Ohio 
river rose eight Inches In tw*elve hours 
lost night, which Is & big rise for thU 
stage of water. The water has begun 
creeping through the sewers here, and 
the town will be flooded In a few days 
Housekeepers are moving out of their 
dwellings to get out of tho water, and 
grain companies are hustling corn an;l 
wheal into cars as fast as they can get 
them. The river bottoms are under 
water and property is greatly damaged, 
and the loss of live stock and com Is 
great. 

CLOUDBURST IN OHIO. 

Downpour of Water Does Great Deal 
of Damage. 

East Liverpool. O.. Jnn. 19—As the 
result of a cloudburst early to-day, 
thousands of dollars' worth of property 
was destroyed In this city and vicinity. 

A large portion of the big hill near 
tho East End rolled down on the street 
railway, And it will be hours before, the 
debris can be removed. The building 
of the Sanitary Reduction Company 
W’as destroyed. Many streets In the 
city were torn up, and the lowlands of 
both East Liverpool and Wellsvflle are 
flooded. The pottery manufacturers on 
the river bank are preparing to move. 

CLOSE TO 1884 MARK. 

Ohio Will Pass Record At Catletts- 
burg Before Morning. 

Catlef tsburg. Ky . Jan. 19.—[Special.] 
—The Ohio river at 7 p. m. stood at 61 
feet, and was rising one-hoif Inch an 
hour. The present stage Is within one 
inch of the 1884 flood. 

The Big Sandy river reached a stage 
of 23 feet at Plkevllle, and has been 
falling there one Inch per hour since 
noon. 

The river here will continue to rise 
until Sunday noon. The entire business 
section and one-third of the residence 
portion are under water. Three hun¬ 
dred people were compelled to move 
from their homes, and are being cared 
for by the persons not reached by the 
flood. 

Rockport Threatened. 

Rockport. Ind., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
The river Is still rising here and lacks 
but six feet of being as high as It was 
In 1884. The mail service across the 
river from tho Kentucky side has been 
discontinued. It Is said the packets 
made their last trips to-day. The depot 
of the Southern railroad Is surrounded 
by water and the trains have to arrive 
and depart a quarter of a mile from 
the station, and if the rise continues It 
may be put out Of business altogether. 
Schools have had to close In many 
places ln the county, com Is destroyed 
and wheat Is Injured. The situation Is 
serious and the people are fearful of 
greater damage. 

Wet Weather Records Broken. 

Columbus, Ind.. Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
The records In the office of Government 
Weather Observer John Perry, station- 
od at this place, show some figures on 
rainfall and cloudy weather, the like 
of which have never before been known 
In Bartholomew county. The records 
show that since December 26 the sun 
I has shone In this county but ten hours, 
and from the same date there has been 
:i total rainfall of twelve Inches. The 
temperature, too. for that time has 
! t»een higher than ever before In the 
, history of the county. 

Bains Delay Trains. 

Barbourvllle. Ky., Jan, 19.—Consider¬ 
able damage was caused yesterday nft- 
tmoon and last night by & heavy 
downpour of mJn. The Louisville and 
Nashville trains lest night were delay¬ 
ed two hours by a landslide several 
miles south of this city Cumberland 
river and Its tributaries are rising, and 
the third tide within !hree months is 
expected.

Williams Challenges Gover¬ 
nor to Joint Debate. 


Formal Opening of Missis¬ 
sippi Senatorial Campaign. 


For Bryan But Against 
Government Ownership. 


ADVOCATES SILENT PLATFORM 


Washington. Jan. 19.—[Special. ]— 
Based on a recent Interview of Gov. 
Vardanian, of Mississippi, that he 
were a delegate to the next National 
convention he would not vote against 
a proposition for the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to own and operate the railroads 
of the United States, Representative 
Williams, who Is contesting the Dem¬ 
ocratic senatorial nomination with the 
Governor, to-night Issued a challenge 
to the Governor to debate the ques¬ 
tion. Mr. Williams taking the antl- 
Governmeni ownership end. 

“I shall be glad to debate this ques¬ 
tion in joint discussion with the Gov¬ 
ernor,'* said Mr. Williams to-night, 
"from March 7 or 8 next until the 
senatorial primary ln August." 

Mr. Williams’ challenge to the Gov¬ 
ernor for an old-style Joint debate 
marks the formal opening of the Mis¬ 
sissippi senatorial campaign. Whether 
the Governor accepts is questionable, 
and In case he does not do so the 
friends of the- Mississippi Congressman 
contend that he will be in equally as 
bad a fix. 

• • • 

Both For Bryan. 


“I agree thoroughly w’lth Gov. Varda- 
jnan In advocating the nomination of 
Mr. Bryan," said Mr. Williams. "I 
hope to /».e Mr. Bryan nominated and 
I want moreover to.make It possible 
for him to be elected after he Is 
nominated." 

"It must bo patent to all with the 
slightest legal Information that State, 
'aw* cannot regulate Federal property. 
If the United States owned the rail¬ 
roads and operated them. State laws 
requiring separate coaches for the two 
races would become immediately in¬ 
operative, because of the Intervention 
of the supreme authority of the United 
States—supreme ln the control, man¬ 
agement and regulation of its own 
property; as much so In the case of the 
railroads. If they were the property of 
the Federal Government, as It Is In the 
case of the military reservations, or 
other exclusive property of the Federal 
Government." 

"I see ln the same Interview that It 
Is Intimated that ln opposing Federal 
ownership of rullroads. 1 am actuated 
by a spirit of hostility to Mr. Bryan. 
Has Mississippi fallen to slow an 
ebb that a public man whose desire 
Is to represent her (and not Nebraska, 
or some other State) ln the United 
States Senate, cannot utter an honest 
opinion upon a great public question 
pregnant with weal or woe to his own 
people, because some other man, how¬ 
ever beloved and great, from some¬ 
where else under a different environ¬ 
ment of conditions representing differ¬ 
ent interests and sentiments happens 
to entertain the opposite opinion.

m Honest Differences. 


"Mr. Bryan himself sold at Jackson, 
Miss., that he honored the man who 
honestly differed with him and express¬ 
ed that difference than he did for 
the mere trailer behind him. Whether 
he had said that however, or not, I am 
of the opinion that Mississippi should 
honor more the man who represents 
her, her Interests and her sentiments 
than any man who would have himself 
and others mere trailers. 

"But it Is untrue that my position 
upon the matter of Federal ownership 
of railroads was taken or Is held be¬ 
cause Mr. Bryun happens to hold the 
oppoalto opinion. On the contrary, to 
pursue the course I Advocate, to-wlt: 
vote down In the Committee on Resolu¬ 
tions of a national convention the 
proposition of Federal ownership and 
operation of railroads Is the way to 
save Mr. Bryan from himself and se¬ 
cure for him the support of the people, 
und especially the people of the South, 
who naturally and necessarily stand op¬ 
posed to his vletvs upon the subject. If 
he were nominated upon a platform 
without and previous action to show the 
cause of the silence, the views of the 
candidate would become the platform 
upon that question and every’ Republic¬ 
an spellbinder would make It the issue 
of the campaign. Nobody could help 
It; nobody could prevent the defeat of 
Mr. Bryan In that event.

Dr Sarah A. Murphy waa yesterday 
afternoon cited to appear before the 
State Board of Health to show why 
her license to practice medicine should 
not be revoked. She la summoned to 
appear before that body on February 
19. John R. Pfianz, as custodian of the 


Jefferson county Jail. In which Dr. 
Murphy Is confined, w’aa also cited to 
appear. Constable Moran, of Magis¬ 
trate O’Conm'r’s court, served the pa¬ 
pers on Dr. Murphy and Jailer Pfianz 
about 4:30 o'clock and a few minutes 
after the papers had been delivered to 
him by Dr. Cheater Mayer, a member 
of the State Board of Health. 

Dr. Mayer, In speaking of the acUon 
of the State Board of Health in regard 
to Dr. Murphy, said: 

"Just after Judge McCann held Dr. 
Murphy to the grand Jury without bail 
the Executive Committee of the State 
Board of Health had a meeting and de¬ 
cided on this course. We did not want 
to act before Judge McCann decided the 
case, for we warned the law to have 
Its course. We have summoned Dr. 
Murphy and Mr Pfianz as custodian of 
the Jail to appear before us on Feb¬ 
ruary 19. Dr. Murphy Is to show* why 
her license to practice should not be 
revoked. 

"The action of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee was rather hurried because the 
committee wished to have Dr. Murphy 
appear before it as soon us possible. 
Thirty days' notice was necessary 
after citing Dr. Murphy to appear be¬ 
fore her hearing could be grunted by 
the hoard. For this reason the action 
of the board and tho serving of the 
psptr* w««t taken at the earliest pos¬ 
sible tlmn"

iloof Gardens Nightly Filled With

Berlin. Jan. 19.—The political excite¬ 
ment grows, particularly indoors, after 
sundown. The great roofed gardens of 
the breweries, some of them with tables 
for 2.500 persons, are filled nightly with 
people anxious to hear campaign ora¬ 
tory.

Wafers Still Retains Place of Honor, 
With Shick Second and Louis¬ 
ville Boy Third. 


ALL AT VARIOUS DISTANCES. 


N EW YORK, Jan. 19.-~[Sp* *oiul.]~ 
When w© look hack over a period 
of ten ymra or more and ao.m 
the horizon of uXlUotlr days, on* a 
•T® rests upon the efforts of the sprinters 
cxf the world to annihilate the man who 
^aita for no one—Father Time—and a 
■tudy of the gnr*u ©rente of the sprinting 
*wld during this period shows many In¬ 
teresting foa. lures, the main one being 
Letter record*. 

I remember when a high school boy In 
1S96, Just budding Into the sprinting world 
1 and getting a licking on the track in the 
handicap sprint* weekly, how we all 
looked up to the great men of those, days, 
.Wafer*, Ttxm Keane, Tdm Burke, Frank 
Quinlan, now deceased, and the grtaU 
Moybury, who came out of the West, and 
among the kit of its was the now retired 
Chonijiion, Arthur DulTey. 

At this time Bemie Wafers was coming 
along pretty fast, and In the fall of ls93 
came so fast that he boat the beet men 
In the country. Wafers not only smashed 
abort distance mark* under seventy-five 
yard* but he proved himself a 440-yard 
tnan of more than ordinary ability. 

• • • 

It was not until the great International 
R>*n a year later that Wafers’ ability a* 
a chaxnpkm was demonstrated, when on 
the same day he won the century dash 
one-OPth of a second better thun even 
time, and then to the amassment of the 
world, tore an awful hole in the 23Vyard 
record by running It In XL 1-1. world's rec¬ 
ord time. Had Wafers followed the In¬ 
structions of Id* trainer, Foley, at that 
tlmew the world's record to-day would 
have been a trifle under :2L 
Alter the** performance* Wafers was 
looked upon the wurtd over as the great 
est man who aver sprinted in a race. At

The ability and ail-round performances 
of tne** two men are mentioned only for 
the purpose of comparing them with the 
sprinters of to-day Wefers Is still looked 
upon as the gr-atest sprinter America 
over saw. for he could run any distance 
up lo and including 440 yards like a 
champion. Moreover he could, while 
training, and did. go out and run as fast 
a* a surnmsr track meet :m he did ln the 
big Intercollegiate meets. 

Whoa Wsfcis’ star began to wane kuo 


In 1B97, Tom Keene, another Eastern 
sprinter, was looked upon as Wafers' suc¬ 
cessor. but he went abroad, turned pro¬ 
fessional, and for three successive years 
won the greatest of all sprinting moos, 
the Sheffield Handicap. 

• * • 

It was early In 1898 that we began to 
hear about a good little broad Jumper and 
pole vmulter at Worcester Academy. Wor¬ 
cester, Mass., by the namo of Arthur 
Duff ay. who bade fair to become a 
sprinter, and In the winter of 1899. at the 
big Indoor meet of the Boston A. A. 
aoftoolboy championships, this boy. Duf- 
fey, won the forty-yard dash from Arthur 
Kenlngion and a number of other slurs 
In record time. 

During the summer months Duffey was 
taken In charge by John Bowler, of But¬ 
ton. for the A A. U. championships were 
to be run there In the fall, and It was 
thought possible Duffey could win, de¬ 
spite th* reports from Halifax, N. 3.. thr.t 
Stephens, a :09 4-5 candidate for the 
American title, would como to the game* 

As the summer wore on reports come 
thick and fast of the return of Wafers to 
the cinder path, but these reports were 
pooh-hooed. But sure enough, the day of 
that race saw Duffey. Curtenlus and \Vof- 
ers representing the East In the final 
heat, opposed to them being Stephens, of 
Halifax. N. 6.. and the mighty Kraenx- 
leln, of Milwaukee Duffey won the final 
In :09 4-5; Curtenlus was given second 
honors and Wefers third. This victory 
marked tho ascension of the star of Duf¬ 
fey and the retirement of Wefers from 
active athletics. At the Indoor meet of 
Georgetown at Washington. March 1. 1901. 
Wefers was seen In the colors he so often 
carried to victory, the blue and gray of 
Georgetown. In an exhibition 230-yard 
dash, and that night there passed from 
active American athletics the brightest, 
the swlft«»t and most democratic cham¬ 
pion athleto that America hAs seen to the 
present day. 

The victories, trials and tribulations of 
Arthur Duffey are too fresh, too vivid 
In the minds of all athletic lovers to need 
repetition here. On October 1. 1901. the 
puopl* of Kentucky saw this man run 
one of tho grandest races of his career. 
They saw a man. an American sprinter 
who had borne the Stars and Stripes to 
more victories In International oontrsts 
than any athlete living They also saw a 
man who has covered more territory than 
any athlete to show his prowess, but 
they did not see the equal of Bernard J 
Wefers. 

Duffey could not run over 130 yards nt 
fop speed, or In championship form. He 
ran the century' dash in :<19 3-5, It Is 
true, but Ms record was not allowed. 
He has run the ICO voids dash more 
times under :10 than any other man. be¬ 
cause h« had run more races, and his 
tour-time victory for the Prince Hueraii 
trophy shows that he was a consistent 
performer ou the track. Ho was no fast¬ 
er at Uve short dashes than Wefers was 
at his best but Wefers towered above 
him from 130 yards upward. 

• • • 

When Duffey refused to run in tho 
memorable final heat of the 100 yards 
dash at th* Mott Haven games in 19i>4. 
he was In no fit physical condition to 
meet such men as Shich. of Harvard, nor 
Cartmell, nor Dear, of Pennsylvania, njj 
was he fit to return to England. As his 
rac^s abroad subsequently demonstrat'd, 
he had already lost that dash and deter- 



ln one day. This announcement wai 
enough to upset anyone, for it read like 
the story sunt out from Denver two or 
three years ago to tho effect that a Uto 
Indian had run 100 yards In :«9. and It 
w.-i* also on a par with the story from 
the coal fields of Pennsylvania to the ef 
feet that an old University of Penmryl

Cart mail's first work In the 100 yards Is 
:10 flat, tn th* 230 yards «lash he comes to

for U shows Cartmell can repeat. And 
later on In 1906 we find Csrtmell con¬ 
sistently running the 440-yards dash under 
:&1, outdoors. It Is very doubtful Indeed 
If Csrtmell ever attains :W 3-6 for the 
hundred, but ho should do :90 4-5. and os 
for the 230 yard* dash, atmospheric condi¬ 
tions favorable and with the man in good 
physical condition, Cart mail should do :21 
fiat. 

Now when we com* down to a con¬ 
clusion ns to whether any of tho men 
of to-day are better than Wefers. we 
have to consider men who ran campaign 
successfully In th* dashes from one yard 
up to an Including 440 yards. In this 
connection then ws have Keene liialr. 
Fhlck. Hahn. Cartmell, Kelly uml Burko 
to consider. Duffey. Parsons, the Jap 
nor Morton have records for distances 
over 200 yards, with the exception of 
Morton, but his 250-yard record is but 
:23 1-5. while Parsons has nothing bettor 
than :09 4-5 for the 100 and no fast work 
for the 220. The best performances of 
these men recorded are as follows:

From these records It can be seen that 
as an all-around sprinter, as an Ideal 
man. Wefers still retatns the place he 
won ten years ago. Second honors go to 
Billy Shick, of Harvard, and though 
Cartmell** mark of ten seconds for the 
100 and two 220-yard dashes In :21 2-6 
se»»m to be worse than Kelly’s perform¬ 
ances. the fact that he has repeated his 
220 work and can travel at such a clip 
for 440 yards entitles him to ho ranked 
thin! to Wefers. 

In anatomical construction all three 
men—Wefers, Shirk and Cartmell—re¬ 
semble on* another. Wefers Is close to 
six feet, and when In condition weighed 
about 166 or 170 pounds; Shick Is not so 
tall nor as heavy, while Cartmell la about 
Wrfer's build. In style Shick works 
harder In action than did Wefers. while 
Cartmell s style Is prettier than that of 
either Shick or Wefers. and he appears 
to get Into his stride with less effort.

BILLIARD STARS 

HAVE WEAK EYES 


Very Few Experts, However, 
Use Glasses In Their 
Matches. 


I T I* Curious, yet true, that of all th* 
billiard stars of the present or past 
generation, a majority of them wear 
glasses, but Invariably none uses 
them when at the billiard table. 

This Is duo probably to tho bright color 
of the doth on the table and to the red 
and whit* of the boils, which are ren¬ 
dered easily seen by the lights directly 
over the table, which are as strong as 
it is possible to have them. Even the 
men who have weak optics are able to 
her, and to see well, the movements of 
the balls on th* table without their 
glasses, and. although they are ordinari¬ 
ly compelled to wear glasses If they wish 
to see clearly, there Is no ociax.on for 
them when they are at the table. Of 
course. th*r* are some exceptions to this 
rule, os ln th* case of Maurice Daly, who 
could not possibly play a good game 
without glasses. The some Is true of 
"Hilly’* Spinks, wlvo has been wearing 
glasses constantly. 

Nearly' all the famous bililardlsta, such 
as Cure, th* Frenchman; Vtgnaux, an¬ 
other Frenchman. 8lnsson. Gallagher and 
McLaughlin wear glasses except while 
playing bllKards. Gallagher especially is 
ore of those who so Inconsistently us* 
the glasses while at work, and then dis¬ 
card them when using the cue. Mc- 
Ltughlln has time and time again worn 
thvm while acting a* referee. He cannot 
read without them. 

It is undoubtedly true, however, that 
wen* it not for the fact that th* hails 
arul the table being brightly colored the 
majority of these men would have to 
wear glasses at the table, as well as at 
other times, for the reason of varying 
hues being a great deal plainer to the 
eye than plain "black and white." For 
exactly the same reason different colors 
are used In railroad signals, etc. 

This might not be the only cause of so 
few men wearing glosses In tho bilUard- 
rocm, as many of them think glasses a 
nuisance In the excitement of an Import¬ 
ant contest. This would be unlikely, 
though, if they were usod to them. 


T HERE are as many kinds of throw¬ 
ers as there are boll player*—easy, 
graceful, awkwurd, strong, delib¬ 
erate, fast, snap throwers, long 
swing throwero-but whatever may be t*e 
styles of tho different Inflelders In tho 
professional ranks they one and all have 
the same purpose ln view, to get the boM 
to tho base ahead of the runner. Tho 
style % doesn't matter If tho get-there is 
accomplished. Results count, not form. 
All thero is to "form" Is individual. That 
cant expression, ln so far as It pertains 
to a set or recognised standard stylo, has 
blessed baseball by its absence. Tho bat¬ 
ter who humps himself Uko a camel hits 
the ball as hard and often as the man 
with the most graceful position, and the 
thrower who is as angular as a hat rack 
has os many assists as he who propels 
the liail with the smoothest of motions. 

"Bill Dahlen Is not a pretty thrower," 
says the New York 8un. "He lets go 
with a side arm and rather ungainly mo¬ 
tion. but he Is one of the most reliable 
throwers In the big leagues. He doesn't 
seem to core whether he puts the ball to 
first base ln time or not. Whether the 
runner be fast or slow, Bill never Is hur¬ 
ried, and ln his ungainly way he covers 
a vast amount of ground; and whether 
making a deep or a short throw, whether 
coming straight in on a ground ball or 
going for It to the right or the left, ho Is 
equally proficient ln making an accurate 
throw. His throws look liko laxy lobs; 
but In reality Dahlen is a beautiful judge 
of distance and times his throws with 
wonderful exactness. 

• • • 

When It oomes lo a thrower whose 
nut hod Is a treat to the eye for Us grace, 
rpeed and unerring air-llne flight, Harry 
Steinfeldt. tho third baseman of the Chi- 
cabo Cube. Is an accomplished actor. He 
has a powerful arm and while ho mokes 
his share of wild throws, there Is beauti¬ 
ful harmonising of lift and speed lo his 
flings. The ball goes with « buHotilke 
fervor, which makes even Htelnfeldt» 
wild throws attractive. He Is the pret¬ 
tiest thrower from tho third corner we 
have had s.'ncr* Billy Nush's time. An¬ 
other attractive thrower Is Jimmy Collins, 
of the Boston Americans. His throw* do 
uot go with the whlsxlng flight of Stein- 
fold’s. but he is an easier and more grace¬ 
ful thrower. Nobody ever was CoillnS 
equal ln natural grate. From the moment 
he goes after a ball—up in the air or 
scooping a difficult bunu-all of Collins' 
muscles and movements ore ln perfect 
harmony. Ills polee ie a picture. 

A thrower of the Dahlen type Is George 
Davis, of tne Chicago White Sox. Davis’ 
style la more useful than ornamental. He, 
too. Is a side-wheeler. He suggests the 
lumbering mthcr than the nimble, but 
mnkes no false movements, and Is one 
lof the very best Judges In knowing 
whether or not there Is time to retire 
the runner. If ho doesn’t throw it Is 
pretty good betting that the runner 
couldn't have been thrown out. lie Is 
not a fast thrower, but timely, because 
he loses so little time between pickup 
and hurl. 

Hal Chase, the brilliant young first 
baseman of the New York Americans, 
has a marked mannerism ln his throw’tng 
it Is a peculiar uft of the ball to a point 
Just over and close to tho left shoulder. 
There Is an almost Imperceptible hitch 
or break In the movement of the arm 
Just before the ball Is thrown, then the 
hand shoots forward Just past the ear. 
This forward movement Is short, but ac¬ 
complishes as much as one of Fltxslm- 
mons’ short-arm Jolts. The ball trav¬ 
els with great speed, particularly If It 
Is going home or to third base. When 
necessary Chase con lob tho ball over 
a base runner who Is directly In the 
path and put it Into the awaiting short¬ 
stop’s hands ln tlmo to nip his man. 
There Is a magnetism and unrestrained 
grace in Chase's play that no other 
player quite possesses. Apparently he

Whll* wo hAVt* bem talking of the gr*at 
work of American sprinters, foreign coun¬ 
tries nr* forgotten. Some time ago I re¬ 
ceived from the president of the Imperial 
University of Toklo, Japan, two photo¬ 
graphs and a certified statement of the 
performance of a student at th* univers¬ 
ity in the full meet at Toklo, held ln No¬ 
vember, 19ft6. 

This boy. aged twenty-four years timed 
by electricity ran 100 meters, a trifle over 
109 yurde. tn 10 2-6. which record is one- 
flfth of a second faster than the best 
record known for MO meters. 

That the timing was more accurate 
than that accompl'shed by the human 
hand, and was therefor* correct. Is borne 
out by the following facts: 

The chronometer was set and regulated 
by the officials of the Imperial University, 
and reg’stered time to on* one-hundredth 
of a second. Two chronometers were 
used, each set on opposite ald*» of the 
grass course, si the finishing line*, and 
attached to th* tape that the runner 
broke. Wtrrs were strung along the 
course from the finish to the start of tho 
race, each wire being attached to the 
starter’s pistol, and. tn turn, to the mux- 
xle of the gun. When the gas which sc- 
eompAJites the explosion wns forced from 
the mouth of the gun. the circuit w.is 
opened, and the chronometers at the fin¬ 
ish started timing the race As th* men 
hit the tape at the finish, the circuit was 
broken and the watches instantly stopped 
running, making the race more perfectly 
timed than It could have been by human 
power. 

• • • 

That this record 1* an honest one, Amer¬ 
icans. nor anyone else, have a right to 
doubt, any more than the Orientals or 
Europeans have to doubt American rec¬ 
ords. That the Jap U entitled to further 
consideration is shown when his feat of 
clearing tho bar In the pole vault at 12 
feet 1 32-iw Inches Is considered, and. 
though shown only by a process of elim¬ 
ination, tho Jap did cover th* M0 yards In 
:09 2-5„but It was with n decided ad¬ 
vantage of tx Ing under w.iy for nine yards 
before he began the 100-yard run. Never¬ 
theless. U goes to show that thero Is a 
n.n i ln Japan ont'tled t* a niche in the 
world's hall of athletic fama. 

Another apr.nter w* .*.»*«- to consider be¬ 
fore closing Is Cartmell. a Louisville boy, 
or Pennsylvania. While Cartmell wun 
both daahes in the intercollegiate Iasi.

S IONINO a ball player to a con¬ 
tract sometimes Involves queer 
conditions, writes Hugh Fuller¬ 
ton. Th* Jok* of the entire mat¬ 
ter Is that there never was a contract 
made ln baseball—that Is, on tho regular 
contract form—that would hold for ten 
minutes in a court of !aw. but Just the 
same ».n*y are binding, bocause the base¬ 
ball organisations of tno country make 
their own laws—and enforce them. 

Managers have to deal with some odd 
characters, and often the contracts they 
make with tho players, who. as a rule, 
know nothing of law and little of busi¬ 
ness, are fantastic things. I once helped 
sign a pitcher who stipulated ln his con¬ 
tract that he was to be permitted to 
take two chows of tobacco n day and 
! smoke a cigar each day. He had heard 
tnat major league players were forbid¬ 
den to smoko or chew, and ho did not 
I propose to be robbed of these privileges. 

One of the oddest things ever entered 
Into was tho contract between the CHI- 
< abo National League club and George 
Edward Waddell, ns framed by Thomas 
i L>ftus. who was and 1* one of the best 
kldders In the world. 

Rube had. In the language of T. Don¬ 
ohue. "got through" In Pittsburg. He 
openly was threatening to annihilate sev¬ 
eral mombers of the team and was on 
one of his periodical tampages. Boston 
wanted him badiv—and so did Chicago, j 
Boston offered to give him 93.500 for the 
remainder of the season, and Chicago 1 
wn* w illing to pay him only 92.400, and I 
Loftus was delegated to sign Rube and 
make hint be glad to knock off 91.100 
from hie earning* from the end of May 
to the middle of October. Loftus cor¬ 
nered George Edward and commenced 
Jollying hint. 

I "TH tell you, Tom." said Eddie. "I'd 
lots rather play with you than with Bos¬ 
ton, but they offer me 91.100 more." 

That’s all right," said Tom. "Don't 
I let s little thing llko that stop you from 
Joining r good bull club wltn a lot of 
good follows 

For perhaps half an hour they argued 
along that line, and then Tom said: "TU 
tell you. Eddie, whnt I'll do. You sign 
that contract and whon wc get to New

"All right." said George Edward. "Just 
put that in the contract." 

flo Loftus inserted It ln the contract, 
and George Edward, perfectly satisfied, 
signed up and Joined tho team. When 
thev got to New York Loftus bought 
him the 91.100 Panama—for $28. 

• • • 

James A. Hart once signed a player 
from Eufaula. Ala., to on* of th»» oddest 
contracts ever framed, and If that player 
had lived up to hie agreement* the Na 
ttonal League would have s**n th* great¬ 
est star that ever played the gum*. How¬ 
ever. something happened to hlrn before 
the season opened—i>osiilbly h*> died, be- 
in* too good to live. At any rat* ho 
never appeared to keep the contract. 

The player wrote to Hart during the 
winter and told him how good he was. 
Among other things he said- 
"1 hit 966 title summer and can do as 


well in the National League. My fielding 
average wo* l.auo, and It would have boon 
better but for th* bod scoring wo havo 
down here and some bod nlayers on our 
team whose orror* were charged to me. 
I will agree to hit .950 ln the National 
and field 1.600." 

Hart at once forwarded him a contract 
calling for 936,000 for the noxt season, pro¬ 
viding he did as h* agreed. The contract 
was signed and returned, but the player 
never appeared. That was one reason 
thlcagp didn’t win th* pennant that 
year. 

• • • 

Thero are dnsens of players In each 
major league who sign contracts each 
spring agreeing not to drink during the 
season and to forfeit certain sums of 
money In case they break over—and some 
of them keep one of these agreements. 

There was s case Uko this In the old 
Chicago ball club. The player was a man 
who was religious and a man of his word 
in every sense, and beside* that a crack¬ 
ing good pitcher, but be could not resist 
drlnx when he met a crowd of good fel¬ 
lows. That season he signed nn absolute 
philgA with the management, agreeing 
not to drink during the year and to for¬ 
feit 9350 for each time he broke the agree¬ 
ment. Lat« ln August wc played In Pitts¬ 
burg and the player pitched one of the 
greatest games of his career. That night 
he and I and a couple of others Jumped 
to Boston, leaving the rest of the team 
to play an exhibition on the way Th© 
evening was hot. the car stifling and the 
beer cold. 8-meone Invited him to drink 
and he refused, although expressing a 
great longing for Just one bottle. All the 
urging of the others failed to shake him 
Finally I remnrkod "Hart Is at th© 
Walton. In Philadelphia. Wire h'.m and 
get permission to take a drink." W« 
wrote this message: "James A. Hart. 

Walton. Philadelphia: May I drink a 

bottle of beer?" 

The message was sent from some place 
down in Ohio—Ashtabula, I think—early 
In the evening, and as the train rolled 
Into Erie there came a reply from Hart, 
who evidently had read the account of 
the victory at Pittsburg The telegram 
said; 

"Yes. six bottles, and I'll pay for 
them." 

• • • 

Hnrt was Involved In another contract 
with a player who was famous for his 
abnormal love of drink. The player was 
poor old Tom Toad Ramsey, the greatest 
foftbunder that ever wore a spike Ksra- 
**y simply had to drink Hart knew this 
and knew that no contract. agroem«»nt or 
line would stop him, so he hit upon an¬ 
other plan, and Tom Toad signed an 
agreement to drink only when Hart, as 
manager, gave him permission to drink. 

If Tom pitrh**d a good game on Tues¬ 
day Hart would hand him some money 
and say. "Get It over and be ready t«» 
pitch on Friday " Through the entire 
season Ramsey kept hie word. He would 
make haste to get drunk as soon ns per¬ 
mission wax granted, hut ho always 
straightened up and was ready for the 
game on th* day named by Hnrt. nnd. 
furthermore, he drank less that season 
than he did In sny of the three years In 
which he was the premier southpaw of 
the world.

Robert E, Lee. the great Con¬ 
federate leader, waa celebrated at 
Chriat Church Cathedral at noon yes¬ 
terday. at the t *a me hour thtwt Confed¬ 
erate Kympathtxere in every other 
Southern city celebrated the occasion. 
Tho exorcise# were held under the aue- 
plcce of the Albert Sidney John¬ 
ston Chapter. United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, and consisted of ad drosses 
commemorating the canttfnntal of Oen.

A large assembly participated in th# 
exercise?*. When the church was thrown 
open a steady stream of people begun 
to pour Into the edifice, and when the 
ex* rcloes began every pew was occu¬ 
pied.

Chick^s4w Maiden Worth $100,000 
Will Take the Veil.

Wiineta Toskatomba, an educated I 
Chickasaw full-blooded Indian girl, who 
is said to bo worth. In her own right, 
$100,000, ha* scorned all offers of mar¬ 
riage, and declare* she will become a 
sister of charity and give all of her | 
money to the church. 

Waneta 1* twenty year* old, and is 
considered by the Indians to I a a great 
beuuty. Sho lives eight miles west of 
Davis. In the fainout Wild Her val¬ 
ley, near old Fort Arbucklc. She speaks 
English fluently, having bent educated 
at Sherman, Tex., and nt various In¬ 
dian school* in the Choctaw and Chick, 
asuw nations. 

A prominent banker In Davis lias 
bevn paying hU rCKpaets to this come¬ 
ly young Indian, and rumor hud it 
that noon they wore to be married, but 
she ab8olui«ly denies any such inten¬ 
tion, and declared that “*h© w’ould not 
marry the best man In the world.** In 
couvemation with bur U 10 othur day 
sho s.Ud ; 

“All this talk about my marriage to 
the white man Is Idle gossip. I am de¬ 
termined to l^ecome a worker in the 
field of charity, and will, \rety soon, 
go to Oklahoma City with a view of 
connecting myself with somo institu¬ 
tion w*here I can do the most good. 
While I am not very rich, as they 
seem to think me. 1 have some monoy 
and property, and I shall devote my 
entire life to charltahlo work. 

“I greatly admire the work being 
done by Miss Kate Barnard In Okla¬ 
homa City, and I shall try and meet 
her when I go there. I ain especially 
pleased with her effort to prbtect ihe 
children from the awful sweatshop sys¬ 
tem. and sincerely trust her fight In 
the Interest of her two measures, com¬ 
pulsory education and anti-child labor, 
will bu successful. Now that my peo¬ 
ple aro soon to become citizens of the 
new State of Oklahoma, I f»el & keen 
Interest In all matters looking toward 
thu elevation of mankind.

My man¬ 
ner of dress suits me. and l* a thou¬ 
sand time* more comfortable than 
tho»o worn by the so-called society 
lady. Real comfort Is what we want, 
and with my loo*e garments I mun.ige 
to find It. As for the blanket, 1 sel¬ 
dom wear It, but I would much pre¬ 
fer this mode of dress to anything worn 
by the society ladles in great cities. 

**I have never traveled. It ha* long 
been my desire to go abroad, but my 
father Is getting too old and my broth- 
t-ra are too young to accompany me, 
so, you cu**, this alone hue kept me 
from going. A* I said, no man Is quite 
good enough for me. therefore I could 
not got married and v|*lt Europe. 

"My mind Is fully made up to either 
enter a convent or Join hands w ith the 
young Jady In Oklahoma City who Is 
making sweet charity her life work.

'The last owner I saw In throes of 
this kind was A1 Stokes at Bcnmlngs. 
Stokes* dead and buried lob—as he 
tfliought—at that Hennings meeting was 
Banker. 

"For about fourteen previous races 
Banker hadn’t been able to run fa*t 
enough to shake the mud clinkers out of
